Honorable Members: 


Based on the results of a comprehensive 
survey made in the summer of 1956 and 
additional surveys made this month, the 
Traffic Board recommends for City Coun- 
cil’s consideration the following in connec- 
tion with the installation of traffic signals 
on E. Kalamazoo Street: 


Install traffic signal at intersection 
of Kalamazoo & Foster. 


Install traffic signal at intersection 
of Kalamazoo & Fairview—provided— 


That the traffic signal now at the 
intersection of Michigan & Clemens is 
moved to the intersection of Michigan 
& Fairview. 


We attach a map of the area showing 
the present location of traffic signals and 
the proposed location of traffic signals. 


You will recall that the request was for 
a traffic signal at Kalamazoo & Hayford. 
The map will show you that this would 
be an isolated signal and would not tie 
in with the other signals in the area. A 
signal at Kalamazoo & Foster would pro- 
vide gaps in westbound traffic on Kala- 
mazoo & MHayford. A _ signal at Foster 
would tie in with other signals on Foster 
to the North. 


To accomplish the desired results, pro- 
viding gaps in eastbound and westbound 
traffic on Kalamazoo, it seems logical to 
install a signal at Kalamazoo & Fairview. 
This logic is further borne out when the 
area is considered. There is considerable 
traffic that follows the Main, Shepard, 
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Elizabeth, Fairview pattern. In fact it is 
possible to squeeze under the C. & O. Ry. 
at Fairview & Main. However, in order 
to entirely justify this installation it is 
necessary that the present signal installa- 
tion at Michigan & Clemens be moved 
one block East to Michigan & Fairview. 
This sets up an area pattern much more 
desirable than having the signal at Clem- 
ens. Jerome deadends at Fairview and 
the intersection of Michigan & Fairview 
is much more important now than Michigan 
& Clemens. 


As our traffic signal budget monies and 
equipment are all allocated for the current 
fiscal year we will not be able to program 
these installations and changes until the 
next fiscal year.

I attach a detailed cost analysis covering 
increased requests for wages and fringe 
benefits as recently submitted by Lansing 
City Employees Local 105. After very 
careful examination of all the employees’ 
requests, my estimate of the increased an- 
nual cost to the City is considerably higher 
than Local 105’s cost estimate of $448,- 
000.00 as published in the State Journal. 
I believe that the discrepancy between 
Local 105’s cost estimate and my own can 
be accounted for by the fact that certain 
of the requests labeled as non-cost items 
by Local 105 are actually cost items of 
considerable scope and must be so con- 
sidered when framing a municipal budget.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


As we meet tonight for our first Council 
meeting in our new City Hall may we 
here express a debt of gratitude for the 
good heritage that has been ours—created 
by our forefathers who had integrity and 
faith for the advancement of our com- 
munity.

At our recent meeting with Mayor Crego 
and members of the Planning Committee of 
the Lansing City Council you requested a 
communication from me _ indicating the 
present position of the State with respect 
to the Capitol Development Area.

RE: Your resolution of February 24, 1958 
concerning the Busch Building 


In _accordance with your resolution I 
have inspected the roof of the Busch Build- 
ing. 


This roof is in good condition. It is 
sloped away from the exterior walls to 
sumps and drained down through the build- 
ing to the sewerage system. It would be 
impossible for any roof water from this 
building to fall on public property. 


A false cornice which projects over public 
property on the west and north sides of 
this building is equipped with an eaves- 
trough which is drained back into the 
building. It is possible that, during freez- 
ing and thawing weather this trough might 
overflow onto public property. This con- 
dition would not be dangerous to public 
safety. It is a condition that exists on 
several downtown buildings that were 
erected prior to the adoption of the Build- 
ing and Safety Code. 


Since this inspection was made during 
dry weather, I will investigate further 
during various kinds of weather and report 
accordingly.

The Traffic Board is requesting City 
Council’s permission to advertise City Park- 
ing Lots in the downtown area. The Board 
is of the opinion that many people do not 
know the location of City Parking Lots. 
Results of recent parking surveys in the 
downtown area indicate that City Lots for 
shoppers—as well as privately operated pub- 
lic parking lots—are not being. used as much 
as they should be. To acquaint people in 
the area with the location of downtown City 
Parking Lots the Board recommends an ad- 
vertising campaign in the Lansing State 
Journal. 


We have attached prints of proposed ad- 
vertising copy to this letter to Councilman 
Peck and Councilman Bradshaw. This copy 
would be reset in appropriate type for ad- 
vertising purposes. The prints will give you 
some idea of proposed layout and copy. 


The large print would be cut down to 
about six columns by eighteen inches and 
would be run once to start the campaign. 
Each of the smaller prints would be run at 
least twice—some three times. The contract 
would be for thirteen weeks with at least 
one ad in per week. Approximate cost 
would be $2.18 per column inch—or a total 
cost of approximately $527.56 with the big 
ad costing about half of this amount. It 
would be desirable to get extra copies of 
the big ad for our own use, which would 
increase the total cost. 


The Board hopes that by starting this 
campaign it will encourage others to carry 
it on to publicize all off-street parking fa- 
cilities in the downtown area.

Honorable Members: 


The Traffic Board makes the following 
recommendation to City Council for its 
consideration to alleviate conditions that 
in many instances delay the movement of 
traffic and are a hazard to people using 
the streets at night. 


The Board has reference to excavations 
and holes dug by utility companies and 
others on principal thoroughfares in the 
City. The Board is sure that in most in- 
stances on these heavy traffic streets that 
a steel plate with flanges to hold the plate 
in place could be used to cover these ex- 
cavations and holes and permit traffic to 
roll over the steel plates. 


The Board is amazed at the reliance in 
barricades, flares and lanterns, all of 
which are subject to be rendered ineffective 
during heavy rain and wind storms. 


The Board recommends that on certain 
designated thoroughfares within the City, 
that utility companies and others, when- 
ever possible, be required to cover these 
excavations and holes with steel plates at 
night or when not being worked on, so 
traffic will not be delayed or endangered, 
and that this be made a condition in the 
issuance of permits for this work.

The Traffic Board wishes to inform City 
Council that it thinks it has arrived at a 
solution to the problem of overnight park- 
ing in recessed areas; 


1. Each area (there are three pend- 
ing now) will be surveyed, as they are 
brought to Council’s attention as being 
“problem” areas, to determine: 


a. Size of recessed area. 
b. Whether paved or not paved. 


ce. What businesses, apartments, 
rooming houses, houses( etc. are 
involved in each area. 


d. What effect this parking would 
have on tree roots. (This at the 
request of Director of Dept. of 
Parks & Recreation). 


2. Upon completion of each survey 
the Traffic Board will submit its recom- 
mendation to City Council for its con- 
sideration. 


It would be easy to exempt all recessed 
areas from regulation, but it would not 
be practical to do this as many businesses 
rely on these areas for customer parking. 
Therefore, the Board feels each must be 
considered sperately. 


City Attorney Lavey has indicated that 
where parking will be permitted overnight 
in recessed areas the location will have to 
be listed in the ordinance and the area 
signed with appropriate signs to cover. 


Upon concurrence by the City Council 
we will proceed immediately to survey the 
three pending recessed areas.

The Traffic Board recommends for City 
Council’s consideration that fourteen park-

Dear Mayor Crego: 


At the request of the City Attorney, the 
Board of Water and Light offers this state- 
ment regarding water and electric service 
in territory that may be annexed to the 
City of Lansing. 


Water mains are extended inside the City 
if at least one house can be served for each 
one hundred feet of main extended. If less 
than that number of-.customers are served, 
the parties served advance the money for 
the extension of the main and get a refund 
for each house connected to the main within 
a period of ten years. Sewers should be 
installed before water mains. 


Charges for water are the same through- 
out the City. At present, water rates are 
about one-half the rates charged outside 
the City. 


Electric bills are 20 cents per month 
higher outside the City than inside the City 
of Lansing. 


When territory is taken into the City the 
charge for hydrant rental is eliminated. 
In 1957 the Landel hydrant rental tax was 
$1.76 per $1,000 assessed valuation. 


It has been the Board’s policy to install 
boulevard street lighting after a city street 
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is curbed and blacktopped, without charge 
to adjacent property owners.

Aerial spray operations have been widely 
used for the control of insects in different 
parts of the country. Many types of air- 
craft are used to fit the various situations. 
Both single and multi-engine aircraft are 
used to provide flexible operation. Most 
of such spray is over agricultural and 
forested areas and concerns comparatively 
few people. 


However, low level flying over large 
residential areas such as Lansing poses 
special problems on _ safety, and public 
relations. City operations are subject to 
the intense interest.of thousands of people. 
In addition to the problem of adequate 
spray coverage, there are washings, pets 
and plants to be protected. 


To provide the residents of our area 
with adequate protection and information 
we have always used a ground control 
team that keeps a constant check on all 
phases of the operation. The reports of 
these teams enable us to be sure what 
area was sprayed, when it was sprayed, 
how much material was used, and if there 
were any deviations from the planned 
operations. 


During the 1955 spray operations over 
Lansing the cost of this ground check was 
$177.00 for Lansing. This spraying was 
done by Biegert Brothers, Inc. B-17, 4 en- 
gine aircraft. Work began one evening 
and was completed the next morning. The 
insect controls were good, the dispersion 
of the spray excellent and the entire oper- 
ation speedily completed, due to the large 
tank capacity and spray swath of the 
B-17 plane. 


The City was sprayed again in 1956 
with a B-18 aircraft. This plane had a 
smaller tank capacity and the dispersion of 
spray was not as satisfactory. The ground 
control costs of this operation, extending 
over five days, were $500. 


Planning the spray operations for 1958, 
we contacted four companies, three of 
whom made a final offer on the job of 
21,000 acres according to our specifications 
and terms which include a higher insur- 
ance coverage than usually required for 
rural spraying.

In recommending that the contract be 
awarded to Biegert Brothers Inc. on ‘the 


basis of the best offer the following points ‘ 


were considered : 


1. Material to be supplied is to con- 
form to specifications and so would be 
equal in all cases. 


2. Efficiency of application and dis- 
persion may be presumed to be equal 
in all cases. 


3. Speed of the application is depend- 
ent on the width of swath, (which deter- 
mines the number of North-South flight 
lines which must be flown) and the 
tank capacity (which determines the 
number of return trips to the airport 
for reloading “spray material). A 
shorter operation is not only able to 
hit the optimum spray period for insect _ 
control’ with less effect from bad’ 
weather, and not only inconveniences © 
the public to a lesser degree but repre- 
sents a definite cash saving on the 
shorter operation of the ground check 
teams. 





*Each stop and start for reloading in- 
creases the danger of slips in coverage 
or double-dosing by overlapping. 


The Biegert plane with a 600-ft. swath 
should be able to cover the area in approx- 
imately 62 flight strips with 8 return trips 
for reloading. The Hammer plane would 
require 94 flight strips with 20 return trips 
for reloading. 


It is difficult to establish definite cash 
savings on those figures alone but on the 
basis of previous spray operations we would 
estimate the cost might run as follows:

The Hammer Crop Duster bid of 8&5¢ 
per acre would be only $500 less on the 
basis of approximately 10,000 acres of 
Lansing. We feel that the benefits to the 
people of Lansing resulting from the 
shorter program are worth more than the 
$47.00 difference in cost of the operations 
if done by Biegert Brothers.

in the amount of $166.04 from $4,854,097.11 
to $4,853,931.07. 


We concur in the Mayor’s recommended 
budgets for Sewage Disposal-Landel Metro- 
politan District (Sewer Portion) and Mu- 
nicpal Parking System as shown in detail 
on attached copies. 


These budgets amount to $860,373.35 and 
$217,500.00 respectively. 


The property tax rate remains at $18.50 
the same as last year. 


The General City budget includes im- 
provement and new equipment items in 
the amount of $1,379,566.43 and $240,000.00 
for the second payment on principal on 
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the $6,000,000.00 bond issue for Civie Cen- 
ter, Grade Separations, Fire Stations and 
Police Building. Improvement and equip- 
ment items and debt service’ principal 
amount to $1,619,566.43 which represents 
over 19%% of the total General City 
budget. 


An increase: in assessed valuation of 
$6,257,200.00 resulted in increased revenue 
from ‘the property tax of approximately 
$115,000.00 but this was entirely offset by 
a decrease in non-property tax revenues 
of over $175,000.00. 


A general three per cent wage and salary 
increase is included in this budget. In 
order to cover the wage increase with de- 
creased revenues and increased operating 
costs it was necessary to decrease the cap- 
ital improvement items contained in this 
budget by approximately $435,000.00 under 
the amount contained in last year’s budget. 


The 3% uh general wage and salary in- 
crease included in this budget does not 
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include elected officers, school crossing 
watchmen or contractual employees. 


We recommend the adoption of the above 
budgets which became a public record on 
April 28, 1958, and.upon which a public 
hearing was held on May 5, 1958.

There are now outstanding $2,400,000.00 
of Landel Metropolitan District Water Sup- 
ply and Sewage Disposal System No. 1 
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Revenue bonds on which the interest rate 
is 344%. On August 1, 1958, $80,000.00 
of these bonds will be retired leaving a 
balance outstanding as of that date of 
$2,320,000.00. These Landel Metropolitan 
District bonds are callable as a whole on 
any interest date (August 1 and February 
1) at par plus a premium of 4% if re- 
deemed on or before August 1, 1961. 


If approval were given by the qualified 
electors of the City of Lansing to issue 
general obligation bonds for the purpose 
of refunding the Landel Metropolitan Dis- 
trict 344% Revenue bonds, a saving in 
interest and other expenses amounting to 
approximately a quarter of a million dol- 
lars could be made over the life of the 
present Landel bond issue, based upon an 
estimated rate for the general obligation 
bonds of 2%%. 


In order to refund the $2,320,000.00 of 
Landel bonds we would need to issue only 
$2,100,000.00 of general obligation bonds 
as over $300,000.00 of Landel bond redemp- 
tion funds and reserves would be utilized 
and would reduce the amount of the refund- 
ing issue to the $2,100,000.00 figure. 


The earliest date that a call could be 
made of the Landel bonds would be Febru- 
ary 1, 1959, and my estimates of savings 
are based upon a call as of that date. 


I am therefore recommending to your 
honorable body that you authorize the 
placing on the November 1958 election 
ballot the proposition of issuance of 
$1,000,000.00 of Water bonds and $1,100,- 
000.00 Sewage Disposal bonds for the pur- 
pose of refunding the entire $2,320,000.00 
of Landel Metropolitan District Water Sup- 
ply and Sewage Disposal System No. 1 
314% bonds which were taken over by the 
City of Lansing on October 19, 1955. 


The savings made through the refunding 
of these bonds will help to offset possible 
decreases in Landel revenue caused by 
rates in newly annexed areas being reduced 
to regular city rates for water and sewer- 
age.

The Traffic Board has given a lot of 
time, thought, and consideration to the 
above recommendations. Parking and traf- 
fic in the CBD has been discussed at sev- 
eral meetings. It has heard and considered 
many suggestions made by Board members, 
businessmen in many fields, those who use 
the streets, customers, police officials and 
policemen who deal with the problems 
daily, and others who have evidenced in- 
interest in the problem. 


The Board feels that its recommendations 
are in the best interests of all concerned. 
It has been involved in many recommenda- 
tions that have been controversial when 
made, but which have stood up under oper- 
-ation and have eventually been recognized 
as being sound and beneficial to a. majority 
of the citizens. These recommendations, it 
feels, fall in this catagory besaia must ~ be 
proven by time. 
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CHANGE ANGLE PARKING TO 
PARALLEL PARKING 


Changing angle parking to parallel park- 
ing on Washington Avenue will reduce 
accidents within the blocks by an estimated 

0%. It will immediately increase the 
width and capacity of the avenue for mov- 
ing vehicles—there will be three lanes in 
each direction. It will be safer and easier 
for all to operate on the street. There will 
be less congestion, which should encourage 
more people to come downtown due to 
ability to move more freely in the street. 


CHANGE ON-STREET METER RATE 


Getting as much turnover in the number 
of vehicles parking is the prime purpose 
of parking meters, It is well known that 
there is some abuse of parking privileges 
by a few—it is a small group that make 
it necessary to regulate everybody. Two 
parking surveys by outside firms have in- 
dicated that about two-thirds of the 
vehicles parking on the street parked up 
to thirty minutes. It is pointed out here 
that the present time limits now in effect 
will not be changed. However, the rate 
in the area shown above will be changed 
mainly to discourage abuse of parking 
regulations and to provide more parking 
spaces. 


CHANGE OFF-STREET RATES 


It has been said many times that with 
a lower rate on the street than in the off- 
street lots the use of street meters will be 
predominant. The Board is well aware 
of this and to try to get greater use of 
the lots it is recommending lower rates 
on the lots than for the preferential park- 
ing on the street. 


CHANGE ON-STREET ENFORCEMENT 
HOURS 


Due to relative light demand for parking 
on the street before 9AM the Board recom- 
mends that the present enforcement hours 
—8AM-6PM—be changed to 9AM-6PM. 


The Board does not recommend extension 
of the meter enforcement hours on Monday 
and Friday nights to 9PM. It was decided 
that such extension would be detrimental 
to theaters, restaurants, bowling alleys, 
cocktail lounges, taverns, etc., all of which 
depend on night business for a large part 
of their business. 


The Board Sciiiee that its recommenda- 
tions will meet with the approval of the 
Council.

Upon recommendation of the Highways 
and Traffic Committee of this organization, 
the Board of Directors by a vote of 20 to 1 
has adopted a motion complimenting the 
Lansing City Council on its action to 
change vehicular parking on Washington 
Avenue in the downtown section from 
angle to parallel: 


The Highways and Traffic Committee in 
its recommendation to the Board empha- 
sized the factors of safety and convenience. 
It also recognized the fact that in the past 
three years some 819 additional off-street 
parking spaces have been created, which is 
several times more than the loss of spaces 
that the change would bring about on 
Washington Avenue. The Committee also 
stated, “It is convinced that as in the case 
of one-way streets many persons are initi- 
ally opposed to the idea but will heartily 
support the change after a reasonable trial 
period.” 


We appreciate the emotional reactions 
and controversies that occur as a result 
of such action and are, therefore, addition- 
ally appreciative of the Council’s willing- 
ness to take and stand by the action which 
they feel is in the interest of the citizens 
of this community. This will undoubtedly 
prove to be a progressive move further 
encouraging greater use of Lansing’s down- 
town area and further protecting the safety 
of customers, patients, clients, visitors and 
workers in the area.

flow of traffic.

Gentlemen: 


We the undersigned merchants of the 100 
block S. Washington are of the definite 
opinion that parallel parking should not 
be put into effect at this time. We believe 
the off street parking areas should first 
be made more attractive to our customers. 
If this is accomplished, congestion will be 
less on our main thoroughfares. We further 
believe that we merchants and the City 
of Lansing will benefit if we provide less 
expensive parking areas, thereby inducing 
more business for downtown. 


We recommend that all city lots be free 
from 5:30 or 6:00 P.M. on every night. 
Congested traffic is caused every evening 
and especially on Monday and “Friday 
nights by shoppers looking for free park- 
ing places on main streets. 


We recommend that the prices on all 
lots be reduced and made more uniform. 
We are opposed to the 10¢ an hour off 
street lots. The maximum for off street 
lots should be 5¢ an hour and customers 
ean stay as long as they like. Meters will 
take one to five nickels. All present lots 
designated 25¢ all day should be 5¢ for 2 
hours—25¢ for 8 hours; all lots should have 
the signs City Parking Lot and clearly 
state the fee. New signs are very good but 
on all day lots the hourly rate isn’t stated. 


We also note the free parking lot along 
River Street is very successful. Another 
such lot for all day state and business em- 
ployees would be welcomed and a good 
investment. 


Since Mr. Hayes has pointed out the 
meters on the main street are not used 
for a full hour, they should be changed 
so patrons can install one to five pennies— 
12 minutes for each penny. 


We further believe that the modern 
trend is toward plenty of parking in shop- 
ping districts. We are a shopping district 
even if we are downtown. The progressive 
attitude should be to provide less expensive 
parking; it is the wrong attitude to try 
to force our customers off of “‘main” street 
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to lots by charging more on ‘‘main’’ street. 
Also economically the time is not right 
to raise parking rates. 


Lansing is blessed with wide downtown 
streets and it isn’t a necessity to eliminate 
angle parking as it has been in other cities. 
We sincerely hope the council can sym- 
pathize with our views.

Dear Mr. Adams: 


There has been annexed, by virtue of a 
special election held June 3, 1958, Lansing 
Township territory to the City of Lansing. 
This territory comprises two school dis- 
tricts commonly known as Horsebrook and 
Pleasant Grove. The area involved is some 
four square miles and has a population of 
over 10,000 people. The effective date of 
the annexation is 31 July, 1958. 


As you know, the State primary election 
will be held on August 5, 1958. It cer- 
tainly seems morally wrong to disinfran- 
chise these people, but a literal reading of 
the Michigan Constitution and the appli- 
cable statutes do not seem to provide a 
method which would entitle these people to 
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vote on August the 5th either in the City 
of Lansing or in Lansing Township. 


It would be necessary for our City Clerk 
to go out and register people who at the 
time are not residents of the City in order 
to have them registered within the time set 
up by law. 


Certainly the qualified electors of the 
affected areas of Lansing Township have 
in no way changed their residence or done 
anything to disqualify themselves as elec- 
tors under the law, except to vote favor- 
ably on annexation, the effective date of 
which appears to disinfranchise them as 
voters. 


The case of Attorney General Ex Rel 
Scott vs. McColeman 144 Mich. 67 might be 
controlling, but does not present exactly 
the same problem as exists here. — 


The questions involved then are: 


1. May the qualified electors of Lan- 
sing Township, living in the an- 
nexed area, vote in the August 5th 
State primary in the City of Lan- 
sing ? 


2. If the answer to question No. One 
is yes, then may the Lansing City 
Clerk register these people, as City 
voters, prior to the effective annexa- 
tion date of 31 July, 1958? 


Because this is a matter of interpretation 
of State law and the Michigan Constitution, 
and because the election involved is a State 
election, I would most deeply appreciate 
your opinien relative the questions posed 
above.

Your letter under date of June 5, 1958 
directs my attention to the following fac- 
tual situation: 


“There has been annexed, by virtue 
of a special election held June 3, 1958, 
Lansing Township territory to the City 
of Lansing. This territory comprises 
two school districts commonly known 
as Horsebrook and Pleasant Grove. 
The area involved is some four square 
miles and has a population of over 
10,000 people. The effective date of the 
annexation is 31 July, 1958.’’ 


Noting that the ensuing primary election 
will be held August 5, 1958, you present 
two questions: 
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“1. May the qualified electors of 
Lansing Township, living in the an- 
nexed area, vote in the August 5th 
State primary in the City of Lansing? 


“2. If the answer to question No. 
one is yes, then may the Lansing City 
Clerk register these people, as City 
voters, prior to the effective annexa- 
tion date of 31 July, 1958?” 


I am of the opinion that the decision of 
the supreme court in Attorney General, 
ex rel. Scott, v. McColeman, 144 Mich 67, 
is controlling. That case involved the 
constitutionality of an act of the 1905 leg- 
islature vacating the township of Atkinson, 
county of Iron, and incorporating the ter- 
ritory thereof in the township of Iron 
River. The act provided that the same 
should take effect April 1, 1906, which in 
fact was the day immediately preceding 
the date of holding the township election 
of that year. 


It was contended that such act was 
unconstitutional— 


‘Gn that it operated to disfranchise the 
electors of the township of Atkinson 
by providing for the disorganization 
of that township one day previous to 
the annual township election without 
providing any machinery or method by 
which the electors of Atkinson town- 
ship could participate in the voting 
of the taxes or in the election of offi- 
cers in the township of Iron River, nor 
was provision made for the registra- 
tion of the electors of the township 
of Atkinson in the township of Iron 
River or the completion or revision of 
the registration lists in said township 
of Atkinson.” 


In rejecting such contention, the court 
stated at page 69: 


“The reasonable intention of the leg- 
islature was that the business of the 
township of Atkinson, including the 
registration of its qualified electors, 
should proceed in the usual way so 
long as it remained a township. On 
Sunday, April Ist, by operation of the 
law, the same people, including the 
electors, became inhabitants of and 
electors in the township of Iron River, 
an organized township possessing the 
officers and all the machinery of gov- 
ernment, and they had the undoubted 
right to exercise as inhabitants of that 
township all the rights of citizens pos- 
sessed by other inhabitants of the same 
township. The argument that the 
qualified electors of Atkinson township 
were disfranchised because they had 
not for 20 days been inhabitants of 
the township of Iron River is without 
force. They had been inhabitants of 
the territory comprising the township 
of Iron River. Gibson v. Wood, 105 
Ky. 740 (48 L. R. A. 699); Renner v. 
Bennett, 21 Ohio St. 431. No political 
right of any inhabitant was or was 
intended to be abridged. We think all 
the contentions made against the act 
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and its constitutionality are determined 
by Attorney General, ex rel. Battis- 
hill, v. Township Board of Springwells, 
143 Mich. 5238.’’ 


Such decision was considered as con- 
trolling a similar issue relating to the 
qualification of school electors in OAG 
1957-58, Vol. I, No. 3054, p. 361. 


The holding of such supreme court de- 
cision as applied to the situation presented 
by you necessitates the following answers 
to your questions: 


1. Persons otherwise qualified as electors 
residing in the annexed territory will be 
eligible to vote at such primary election, 
providing that they have registered as an 
elector of the city of Lansing. 


2. The clerk shall receive the registra- 
tion of such persons starting as soon as it 
is determined by the completion of an 
official canvass that such annexation propo- 
sition was adopted at the special election 
held June 3, 1958.

Gentlemen : 


Mr. Paulino is in error as to checks 
being legal tender; they are not. We be- 
lieve it is common knowledge that many 
business firms do not authorize employees 
to accept checks, and that personal checks 
are not receivable at the Post Office, the 
Motor Vehicle registration division of the 
Secretary of State, and at many business 
establishments, particularly without ap- 
proval of the management. 


It is the policy of this Court to refuse 
personal checks not approved by a judge, 
or, if a judge is not available, the Clerk 
or Chief Deputy Clerk. Even so, we re- 
ceive about one bad check per week, every 
one of which throws our accounts out of 
balance, since we remit to the Treasurer’s 
Office daily. The resultant bookkeeping 
and records problem imposes a burden on 
our staff. 


For the reasons indicated we shall con- 
tinue to refuse personal checks in payment 
of fines, unless such checks are approved 
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by a judge, or by the Clerk or Chief 
Deputy Clerk when a judge is not available.

Dear Mayor Crego: 


Our attention has been called to a 
situation which exists on state trunkline 
highway M-78 and M-43 (East Saginaw 
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Street), between Washington Avenue and 
Cleveland Street, which tends to unduly 
restrict the movement of vehicles through 
that area. Namely, the angen of appro-~ 
priate speed limit signs. 


You are aware that 35 miles per hour 
signs are in place between Cleveland Street 
and the easterly limit of the city. Recent 
speed checks and field investigations con- 
ducted with the Michigan State Police indi- 
cates the entire area between Washington 
Avenue and the Easterly limit should be 
zoned at 35 miles per hour. 


Since my recent conversation with you 
on this subject, we find that this limit was 
recommended te the Council by the Traffic 
Board on December 23, 1957. This concur- 
rence complies with the procedure agreed 
upon in working out traffic matters with 
the City of Lansing last January. 


Inasmuch as summons are being issued 
for violation of an unreasonable limit, we 
feel it necessary to take immediate action 
to remedy this situation.

At a meeting of the Transit Board of 
the City of Lansing held Friday evening, 
August first, the following resolution was 
presented and adopted: 


Whereas the Transit Board of the 
City of Lansing, organized under the 
new charter, has been in operation for 
a period of one year and there has 
been in that time a steady deterior- 
ation of the service by the Inter-City 
Coach Lines, and whereas, due to a 
lack of cooperation by the office of 
the Mayor or of the Transportation 
Committee of the Council to follow out 
the mandates of the voters at the last 
election in which they voted in favor 
of assistance to the Inter-City Coach 
Lines, and in the fact that the Mayor 
and the Transportation Committee ap- 
pear plainly to oppose any constructive 
program which would better the trans- 
portation situation in the City of 
Lansing, and whereas the Transit 
Board has no authority under the new 
charter to plan or enter into any con- 
structive program, we, the under- 
signed members of the Transit Board 
do hereby tender our resignation effect- 
ive at your earliest pleasure not later 
than September Ist, 1958. 


As a further explanation of this action, 
we wish to explain our thinking in this 
matter. 


Under the new charter the Transit Board 
was organized with eight members. The 
duties of the Board are fully explained in 
the charter, but the fact that one sentence 
makes it completely without authority and 
makes it in effect an advisory board to 
the Council. Also the fact that committees 
are set up in the Council and the fact that 
this committee by being elective becomes 
a political entity and decisions are made 
on that basis and not in reality on a basis 
of necessity. 
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The -members of the Transit Board 
entered into the investigation of the causes 
of the deterioration of the transit business, 
and in fact felt that there was a solution 
and a plan was developed more than six 
months ago, and it is our belief that this 
plan is still in the hands of the Transpor- 
tation Committee; therefore, we feel that 
until there is a change in the charter giv- 
ing the Transit Board authority to proceed 
with some certainty that consideration will 
be given to their efforts that this Board 
is superfluous and the members do not 
care to waste their time.

The Committee on TRANSPORTATION, 
to whom was referred the letter from the 
Chamber of Commerce, requesting informa- 
tion relative to bus transportation in the 
City, reports as follows: 


1. The Transit Board is a Board created 
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by ordinance. Primarily its duties are 
regulation of rates, routes and schedules, 
subject to City Council approval. Those in- 
terested in the power and limitation of the 
Transit Board and the functions that it is 
supposed to perform should read this ordi- 
nance, it being Ordinance No. 417. 


2. All boards, including those created by 
charter, with one exception, are basically, 
even though some have administrative 
duties, advisory boards to the City Council. 
Councilmen, under the charter, cannot dele- 
gate their duties and responsibilities to 
non-elective officials. 


3. There is no question but what bus 
transportation is a serious problem in the 
City of Lansing, as it is all over the United 
States. For that reason the City Council] 
has acquiesced in all fare increases an- 
nounced by the local bus system, and all 
changes of transportation schedules, in 
order to aid in the continuation of at least 
a basic bus transportation system. In addi- 
tion, the City has in the past and will in 
the future support State legislation for 
tax relief for bus companies, and has re- 
duced its own licensing fee to a nominal 
$1.00 per bus. Neither a privately owned 
bus company nor a municipally owned bus 
company could or should be expected to 
provide a transportation system at a con- 
tinuing loss. It should be kept in mind 
that less than 4 per cent of the Lansing 
population is using the system according to 
bus company figures. 


4. The City has offered to purchase the 
headquarters of the local bus system and 
rent it back to the company at a nominal 
figure, feeling that this could be justified in 
the public interest and would provide 
security for the investment of the tax- 
payers’ money, A _ requirement, however, 
that the money so received be put back into 
the company in the form of purchase of 
equipment by the company was rejected 


5. A tentative contract, approved by the 
Transit Board, was proposed to the City, 
providing that the City purchase buses in 
the amount of $100,000. Other terms of 
the contract made it exceedingly doubtful 
that the City would ever get back its 
$100,000 much less interest on said sum. 
After consultation with the City Attorney it 
was determined that, as proposed, this 
would be an illegal use of tax moneys. 


6. The City Council and Mayor have re- 
ceived assurance that, should the present 
company cease operation, another private 
bus company will immediately provide serv- 
ice to this City. This other company has 
no wish to hamper the Inter-City Coach 
Line Company, or compete with it and de- 
clines to have its name revealed until such 
time as Inter-City Coach Line Company, 
under its permit, announces cessation of 
operation. 


Under these circumstances taxpayers 
might well inquire by what right the City 
Council support, with public tax dollars, 
a private company when another private 
company stands ready to provide service 
without subsidy. The City takes the posi- 
tion that as long as private enterprise can 
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provide a reasonable transportation system, 
for the very small minority who use it, all] 
of the taxpayers should not be asked to 
assume the burden of so doing.

to turn left at Holmes Rd. would be 
routed via Vernon and Wildwood to Holmes 
Road. This would greatly reduce the present 
conflicts within the intersection. 


On July 22, 1957, we recommended that 
the left turn by southbound vehicles on 
Cedar be prohibited at Holmes Road. We 
would like to put this into effect at the 
same time as the northbound prohibition. 


LOGAN STREET AND MOORES 
RIVER DRIVE: 


To help clear up the traffic movement at 
this intersection the Board requests per- 
mission to prohibit left turns at all times 
from Logan Street. A recent manual traffic 
count showed left turns by northbound 
vehicles to go west on Moores River Drive 
to be extremely light. While left turns by 
southbound vehicles were heavier, those 
turns could be made at Britten or Sparrow 
to go east. 


CEDAR STREET AND KALAMAZOO: 


The Board requests permission to conduct 
a 90-day trial of permitting the left turn 
from Kalamazoo St., EXCEPT between the 
hours of 7-9 A.M. and 4-6 P.M. A recent 
manual intersection count here shows these 
hours to be the heaviest traffic hours. We 
have no previous traffic movement experi- 
ence at this intersection to go by but can 
determine in the 90-day period what effect 
permitting this left turn will have.

The Traffic Board wishes to remind City 
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Council about a recommendation it made 
October 28, 1957, in regard to parking on 
the Cedar-Larch one-way pair. Although 
when the recommendation was made the 
one-way operation had not started, we have 
now had 9 months of experience with this 
operation. There are areas on both streets 
that need immediate action to correct de- 
ficiencies in the operation. | 


On Larch Street an extremely bad condi- 
tion exists north of Grand River Avenue. 
As you know, it is necessary to channel 4 
lanes of traffic into 2 lanes at Liberty 
Street. The old regulation prohibiting park- 
ing during peak hours is still in effect. 
During hours that parking is not prohibited 
one car parked forces all northbound thru 
traffic into one lane—this also occurs at 
times during prohibited peak hours. The 
parking on the east side of Larch Street 
from Grand River Avenue north to North 
Street should be prohibited at all times. 


On Cedar Street south of Maple Street to 
a point south of Kalamazoo Street there are 
2 lanes for moving traffic with parking on 
the east side. On Larch Street from Kala- 
mazoo Street to Grand River Avenue there 
are 3 lanes for moving traffic with parking 
on the east side. Both streets are carrying 
about the same volume of traffic. For a 
short period in the afternoon we have con- 
gestion on Larch Street due to the heavy 
volume of traffic. At other times the traffic 
operation on Larch Street is usually satis- 
factory with the 3 lanes. 


Needless to say the operation on Cedar 
Street with 2 lanes for moving traffic is 
not good. When the original recommenda- 
tion was made this problem was anticipated 
and has been and is with us now. The only 
solution is to prohibit parking on the east 
side of Cedar Street with the exceptions 
shown below. This would provide 3 lanes 
for moving traffic on Cedar Street. Excep- 
tions on the east side of Cedar Street would 
be from the alley north of to the alley 
south of Michigan where parking is now 
permitted and would continue to be per- 
mitted. due to the extra street width, also, 
while not desirable due to the narrow width 
of the recessed area, the Board would stretch 
a point to recommend continuance of park- 
ing south of Kalamazoo Street in front of 
Lenz Bike Shop. Parking on the west side 
of Cedar in the recessed area alongside the 
City Market would remain as is. 


We have conducted parking checks on 
the east side of Cedar Street and have 
found that it is mostly all day parking on 
the street. There are many off-street lots 
available for customer and employee park- 
ing, the City allows free parking on the 
north side of Ottawa Street, the few 
vehicles that park south of the alley south 
of Michigan could easily be accommodated 
in our Lot No. 15 in the 500 block of E. 
Michigan Avenue at 25c per day. It was 
interesting to note that when the one-way 
operation began last November that for 2 
days there was not a car parked on the east 
side of Cedar Street. When they discovered 
the signs had not been changed as antici- 
pated they started parking on the street 
again. 


The Board is concerned about the con- 
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ditions that exist and respectfully requests 
that prompt action be taken by City Coun- 
cil to correct the conditions outlined above.

Gentlemen: 


The Civic Center Board respectfully 
brings to the attention of the Mayor and 
the City Council, a matter of importance 
to the financial well being of the Civic 
Center. It is particularly important because 
of the decline in revenue brought about 
by conditions beyond the control of the 
Civic Center Administration. 


Unless changes are made which will open 
avenues for greater utilization of the Audi- 
torium facilities, it can be expected that 
this reduction in revenue will continue to 
prevail. 


Faced with this rather gloomy outlook, it 
behooves the Civic Center Board to “tighten 
the belt’? and retrench where it is possible 
regarding expenses. 


Following the use of the Auditorium last 
year and noting the rapidly decreasing 
revenue, the Civic Center Board discussed 
the possibility of recommending to the City 
Council, when the request was again re- 
ceived from the Community Chest, that a 
stipulated fee of $500.00 be assessed to 
cover the maintenance and utilities costs. 
It was the opinion of the Board that the 
Community Chest should be advised to set 
up in their budget an amount to cover 
such cost. Further action to “alert’’ the 
Council was referred until such a request 
was made. 


Last year, the City Council, upon recom- 
mendation of the Civic Center Board, 
donated the use of the Civic Auditorium 
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to the Greater Lansing Community Chest 
for their drive activities. The Board was 
heartily in favor of this donation but now 
believe that in view of present conditions, 
the Civic Center should not be expected to 
absorb the maintenance costs pertaining 
to setting up prior to and cleaning up fol- 
lowing the activity. 


Unfortunately, the request this year was 
made directly to the Council and permission 
was granted. The Council, no doubt, felt 
that this Board was of the same opinion as 
last year. 


Therefore, this letter is being forwarded 
to you with the intention of bringing you 
up to date on our thinking and hoping that 
if any future requests are made for the 
use of the Auditorium by the Community 
Chest, that the matter will be reviewed 
prior to the authorization and a minimum 
service charge be considered. In this way 
the Auditorium may be able to show a bet- 
ter operating statement. 


Were the Auditorium operating under 
more favorable economy, we would hesitate 
to mention this matter. In the need for 
austerity under the present situation, how- 
ever, we feel that it is only practical to 
bring this to your attention. 


Thank you for your cooperation in our 
efforts toward an economical Auditorium 
Management.

Pursuant to your request for a survey 
to be conducted at the following inter- 
sections: Kendon and Pennsylvania; Pleas- 
ant Grove Road and Bellaire; and Pleasant 
Grove and Holmes, I wish to report as 
follows:

2. Pleasant Grove and Bellaire: A traf- 
fic count on the first day of school showed 
37 children crossing, and 89 returned. I 
believe this number will increase with a 
protected crossing. I recommend that a 
school crossing guard be placed at this 
corner. 


3. Pleasant Grove and Holmes Road: 
Congestion is very heavy on this corner 
due to the Pleasant Grove School, and I 
believe the corner warrants the installation 
of a traffic signal to be operated during 
the school hours.

The Traffic Board wishes to remind City 
Council about a recommendation it made 
October 28, 1957, in regard to parking on 
the Cedar-Larch one-way pair. Although 
when the recommendation was made the 
one-way operation had not started, we have 
now had 9 months of experience with this 
operation. There are areas on both streets 
that need immediate action to correct de- 
ficiencies in the operation. 


In Larch Street an extremely bad condi- 
tion exists north of Grand River Avenue. 
As you know, it is necessary to channel 4 
lanes of traffic into 2 lanes at Liberty 
Street. The old regulation prohibiting park- 
ing during peak hours is still in effect. 
During hours that parking is not prohibited 
one car parked forces all northbound thru 
trafic into one lane—this also occurs at 
times during prohibited peak hours. The 
parking on the east side of Larch Street 
from Grand River Avenue north to North 
Street should be prohibited at all times. 


On Cedar Street south of Maple Street to 
a point south of Kalamazoo Street there are 
2 lanes for moving traffic with parking on 
the east side. On Larch Street from Kala- 
mazoo Street to Grand River Avenue there 
are 3 lanes for moving traffic with parking 
on the east side. Both streets are carrying 
about the same volume of traffic. For a 
short period in the afternoon we have con- 
gestion on Larch Street due to the heavy 
volume of traffic. At other times the traffic 
operation on Larch Street is usually satis- 
factory with the 3 lanes. 


Needless to say the operation on Cedar 
Street with 2 lanes for moving traffic is 
not good. When the original recommenda- 
tion was made this problem. was anticipated 
and has been and is with us now. The only 
solution is to prohibit parking on the east 
side of Cedar Street with the exceptions 
shown below. This would provide 3 lanes 
for moving traffic on Cedar Street: Excep- 
tions on the east side of Cedar Street would 
be from the alley north of to the alley 
south of Michigan where parking is now 
permitted and would continue to be per- 
mitted due to the extra street width, also, 
while not desirable due to the narrow width 
of the recessed area, the Board would stretch 
2 point to recommend continuance of park- 
ing south of Kalamazoo Street in front of 
Lenz Bike Shop. Parking on the west side 
of Cedar in the recessed area alongside the 
City Market would remain as is. 


We have conducted parking checks on 
the east side of Cedar Street and have 
found that it is mostly all day parking on 
the street. There are many off-street lots 
available for customer and employee park- 
ing, the City allows free parking on the 
north side of Ottawa Street, the few 
vehicles that park south of the alley south 
of Michigan could easily be accommodated 
in our Lot No. 15 in the 500 block of E. 
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Michigan Avenue at 25c per day. It was 
interesting to note that when the one-way 
operation began last November that for 2 
days there was not a car parked on the east 
side of Cedar Street. When they discovered 
the signs had not been changed as antici- 
pated they started parking on the street 
again. 


The Board is concerned about the con- 
ditions that exist and respectfully requests 
that prompt action be taken by City Coun- 
cil to correct the condition outlined above.

AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING AND EN- 
ACTING A NEW CODE OF ORDI- 
NANCES OF THE CITY OF LANSING, 
MICHIGAN, ESTABLISHING THE 
‘SAME; PROVIDING FOR THE RE- 
PEAL OF CERTAIN ORDINANCES 
NOT INCLUDED THEREIN, EXCEPT 
AS HEREIN EXPRESSLY PROVIDED ; 
PROVIDING FOR THE MANNER OF 
AMENDING SUCH CODE OF ORDI- 
NANCES; AND PROVIDING WHEN 
THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BECOME

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That this ordinance, consisting 
of Chapter 1 to 36, each inclusive, is hereby 
adopted and enacted as the “Code of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan,’’ and shal] be 
treated and considered as a new and 
original comprehensive ordinance which 
shall supersede all other general and perma- 
nent ordinances passed by the City Council 
prior to July 21, 1958, except such as by 
reference thereto are expressly saved from 
repeal or continued in force and effect for 
any purpose. 


Section 2. That all provisions of such 
Code shall be in full force and effect thirty 
days from date this ordinance becomes law 
and all ordinances of a general and perma- 
nent nature of the City of Lansing enacted 
on final passage on or before July 20, 1958, 
and not in such Code or recognized and 
continued in force by reference therein are 
hereby repealed from and after the effective 
date of this ordinance, except as hereinafter 
provided. That no resolution of the City, 
not specifically mentioned, is hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 3. That the repeal provided for 
in Section 2 hereof shal] not affect any 
offense or act committed or done or any 
penalty or forfeiture incurred or any con- 
tract established or accruing before the 
effective date of this ordinance; nor shall 
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such repeal affect any ordinance or resolu- 
tion promising or guaranteeing the pay- 
ment of money for the City, or authorizing 
the issuance of any bonds of the City or 
any evidence of the City’s indebtedness, or 
any contract or obligation assumed by the 
City; nor shall such repeal affect the ad- 
ministrative ordinances or resolutions of 
the City Council, not in conflict or incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Code, 
nor shall such repeal affect any right of 
franchise granted by any ordinance or 
resolution of the City Council to any per- 
son, firm or corporation; nor shall such 
repeal affect any ordinance dedicating, 
naming, establishing, locating, relocating, 
opening, paving, widening, vacating, etc., 
any street or public way in the City; nor 
shal] such repeal affect the building code as 
embraced in Ordinance Number 105, of 
December 10, 1928, as amended; nor shall 
such repeal affect ‘the plumbing’ code; nor 
shall such repeal affect Ordinance Number 
49, dated November 24, 1924, or Ordinance 
Number 139, dated November 11, 1941; nor 
shall such repeal affect the food and milk 
ordinances, specifically Ordinances Num- 
bers 22, 31, 34, 114 and 149, November 18, 
1918, May 1, 1908, September 9, 1918, De- 
cember 21, 1986, and May 4, 1942, respec- 
tively; nor shal] such repeal affect any 
ordinance regulating meat and meat pro 
duction; nor shall such repeal] affect any 
amendment to the zoning map on file in 
the office of the City Clerk; nor shall such 
repeal affect any ordinance establishing 
and prescribing the street grades of any 
street in the City; nor shall such repeal 
affect any ordinance providing for local 
improvements and assessing taxes therefor ; 
nor shall such repeal affect any ordinance 
dedicating or accepting any plat or sub 
division in the City; nor shall such repeal 
affect any ordinance extending the boun- 
daries of the City; nor shall such repeal 
be construed to revive any ordinance or 
part thereof that has been repealed by a 
subsequent ordinance which is repealed by 
this ordinance; nor shal] such repeal affect 
any ordinance putting into effect any Act 
of the Legislature; nor shall such repeal 
affect any general tax ordinance of the 
City or any amendment thereto. 


Section 4. Any and all additions or 
amendments to such Code, when passed in 
such form as to indicate the intention of 
the City Council to make the same a part 
thereof, shall be deemed, to be incorporated 
in such Code so that.reference to the ‘‘Code 
of the City of Lansing’”’ shall be under- 
stood and intended to include such additions 
and amendments. 


Section 5. A copy of such Code shall be 
kept on file in the office of the City Clerk 
preserved in looseleaf form, or in such 
other form as the City Clerk may consider 
most expedient. It shall be the express 
duty of the City Clerk. or someone author- 
ized by him, to insert in their designated 
places all amendments or ordinances which 
indicate the intention of the City Council 
to make the same a part of such Code 
when the same have been printed or re- 
printed in page form, and to extract from 
such Code all provisions which may be 
from time to time repealed by the ‘City 
Council. This copy of such Code shall be 
available for all persons desiring to examine 
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the same and shall be considered the official 
Code of Lansing. 


Section 6. In case of the amendment of 
any section of such Code for which a 
penalty is not provided, the general penalty 
as provided in Section 1-8 of such Code 
shall apply to the section as amended; or 
in case such amendment contains provisions 
for which a penalty, other than the afore- 
mentioned general penalty, is provided in 
another section in the same chapter, the 
penalty so provided in such other section 
shall be held to relate to the section so 
amended, unless such penalty is specifically 
repealed therein. 


Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any 
pares, firm or corporation in the City 
o change or amend by additions or dele- 
tions, any part or portion of such Code, or 
to insert or delete pages or portions thereof, 
or to alter or tamper with such Code in 
any manner whatsoever which will cause 
the law of the City of Lansing to be mis- 
represented thereby. Any person, firm or 
corporation violating this section shall be 
punished as provided in Section 1-8 of the 
Code of the City of Lansing. 


Section 8. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are, to the 
extent of such conflict, hereby repealed. 


_ Section 9. This ordinance shall be pub- 
lished as required by law, to become effec- 
tive on the thirtieth day after passage.

Re: Tree removal at 1017 West Kala- 
'  mazoo Street. 


On July 19, 1957, our tree crew trimmed 
trees on West Kalamazoo Street. An. elm 
at 1017 was in a decadent condition with 
many dead and dying limbs. The dangerous 
limbs were removed by the trim crew and 
Mr. Bazzett, crew foreman, took an order 
for winter removal of the dying tree. 


Removal of the tree began December 12, 
1957, and continued for several days. 


During the past 10 years departmental 
crews have removed nearly 5,000 street trees 
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and trimmed nearly 50,000 trees. In that 
time there have been only 17 accidents re- 
quiring minor repairs to eavetroughs, 
fences, mailboxes, neon signs and other 
private property. This is an average of 
1.7 accidents per year. We do not consider 
this to be excessive. 


It is a departmental rule for any inci- 
dental damage resulting from our tree 
removal and trimming operations to be 
reported to the property owner immedi- 
ately and noted on the work order form. 
Necessary repairs are made at once by 
Park Department carpenters. Our tree 
foreman would have no cause for hesita- 
tion in reporting any damage to private 
property, and are never criticized for these 
unavoidable accidents. 


However our records do not show any 
damage to the house or porch of 1017 West 
Kalamazoo. 


In the spring it was reported to the 
department that the roof had been damaged 
and was leaking. Inspection of the roof 
did not show damage by tree limb or limbs. 


Mr. C. C. Cromwell came to the office 
and again reported the leak. Inspection of 
the roof from a ladder showed the roof to 
be in very poor condition, but no damage 
that appeared to be the result of a falling 
tree limb. Our Mr. Murphy tried several 
times unsuccessfully to make a personal con- 
pce with the occupant by calling at the 

ouse. 


On September 8, 1958, a letter to the 
Council on this matter was referred to the 
Park Department, Charles Hayden and 
Theodore Haskell met with Mr. C. C. Crom- 
well and again examined the roof. The 
findings were the same as before. The 
porch roof was in very poor condition, but 
there was no evidence that the damage had 
resulted in the past six months as a result 
of a falling limb. The men who had done 
the work were questioned again and they 
ew that no limbs had fallen on the 
roof. 


I do not feel that the City should be 
responsible for repair to the porch roof 
at 1017 West Kalamazoo.

At the Council Meeting of September 29, 
1958, the question of propriety of rezoning 
the above lots, as provided in your Com- 
mittee Resolution, was brought up for 
discussion, at which time Alderman Brad- 
shaw manifested his desire that oral com- 
mitments made by me an behalf of my 
clients be contained in a written memor- 
andum. 


Accordingly, I have been instructed by 
my clients to advise you that they will 
provide screening or fencing suitable in the 
discretion of the City Plan Board on the 
West side of Lot 136, suitable screening 
or bushes or fencing near the sidewalk on 
Goodrich Street, the entire distance of the 
Falsetta’s property along the North sides 
of Lots 6 and 136, and that in addition 
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thereto they wish to provide that the outlet 
for auto traffic from the area to be used 
for parking shall consist of a driveway 
veering to the right on Goodrich with a 
metal barrier along the West side of the 
driveway beyond the curb and the sidewalk 
to make it almost impossible for traffic 
leaving the parking area to turn left on 
Goodrich. This will make it almost manda- 
tory that they proceed from the parking 
outlet directly to Logan Street. 


In addition to these conditions and re- 
strictions, the Falsettas also intend to 
erect on their own property, near the 
driveway outlet leading on to Goodrich, 
a sign which states ‘“‘No Left Turn.” They 
also propose to advise their clientele, with 
a sign in a suitable place, to use their dim 
beams or parking lights when leaving the 
premises during the night hours so that 
residents will not be bothered by lights 
shining into their homes, if this would be 
the case anyway. 


I also wish to advise that the Falsettas 
have no objections if these matters be con- 
tained in the Resolution concerning the 
rezoning as it is their intention not only 
to follow the letter of the law, but to 
fulfil the spirit of good neighborliness in 
spite of disconcerting statements and ac- 
tions heretofore made.

ORDINANCE 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Councilman Murninghan, read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to Committee on Ordinances and County 
Health Department and report back to 
this Council their thinking. 


An ordinance to license, regulate, estab- 
lish, conduct or manage convalescent homes 
within the City of Lansing and to provide 
a penalty for the violation thereof. 
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The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. No person, firm, association 
or corporation, profit or non-profit may 
continue to operate any existing conva- 
lescent home within the City of Lansing, 
nor establish, conduct, maintain or manage 
such convalescent home for the hospitaliza- 
tion and/or care of human beings without 
first obtaining a license therefor from the 
City Clerk of the City of Lansing. 


Section 2. Before the City Clerk shall 
issue a license as provided for in section 
one, the applicant shall furnish him with a 
certificate of approval from the Ingham 
County Health Department stating that 
the establishment where the applicant in- 
tends to conduct such convalescent home 
is a proper place in which to conduct such 
business, and the payment of a license 
fee hereafter described in section seven, 
which shall be renewed annually thereafter 
on May first. No license granted here- 
under shall be assignable or transferable. 


Section 3. The term “convalescent home,’’ 
as used in this ordinance is defined as 
an institution or building in which accom- 
modation is maintained, furnished or 
offered for any fee, gift, compensation, 
reward or in expectation thereof, for the 
hospitalization of the mentally or physically 
sick or injured, drug addicts or alcoholics, 
or care of any aged, infirm or senile per- 
son requiring or receiving chronic or con- 
valescent care. It shall not apply to Gov- 
ernment hospitals or facilities, or to hos- 
pitals regularly licensed by the State of 
Michigan. 


Section 4. Any person, firm, association 
or corporation, profit or non-profit, desiring 
to conduct a convalescent home in the 
City of Lansing shall make an application 
in writing to the Ingham County Health 
Department in triplicate, on a form which 
shall conform to the general provisions of 
this ordinance. One copy of the applica- 
tion shall be forwarded, at once, to the 
Building Commissioner and Fire Marshal, 
and the report of their recommendations 
shall be made to the Ingham County Health 
Department. The applicant shall also sub- 
mit satisfactory evidence that he is of 
reputable and responsible character, and 
in the event the applicant is an association 
or corporation, like evidence shall be sub- 
mitted as to the members thereof, and the 
person in charge. Applicants shall, in 
addition, furnish satisfactory evidence of 
their ability to comply with the minimum 
standards of this ordinance and all the 
rules and regulations adopted thereunder. 


Section 5. The Ingham County Health 
Department is hereby authorized to estab- 
lish the standards governing convalescent 
homes and their method of operation and 
to adopt any additional rules and regula- 
tions from time to time as circumstances 
may warrant. 


Section 6. Before the Ingham County 
Health Department issues a permit to an 
applicant to conduct a convalescent home, 
they shall cause an inspection of the prem- 
ises to be made, and the number of patients 
that may be cared for will be determined 
as a result of such inspection. 
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Section 7. Each application to the City 
Clerk for a license to conduct a _ con- 
valescent home shall be accompanied by 
a fee to be determined by the number 
of beds available and approved for patients 
thereof. Those with ten (10) patients or 
less shall pay a fee of Ten Dollars ($10) ; 
those with over ten (10) patients shall pay 
a fee of Twenty-five Dollars ($25) an- 
nually, It shall be the duty of the City 
Clerk to turn in to the City General Fund 
all moneys so received for the licensing of 
convalescent homes. 


‘ 


Section 8. Every convalescent home for 
which a license has been issued shall be 
periodically inspected by a duly appointed 
representative of the Ingham County Health 
Department and such inspection shall be 
made and conducted at any time said in- 
spection shall be advisable in the opinion 
of the Ingham County Health Department 
or its duly authorized representative and 
upon finding conditions requiring inspec- 
tion, may require the City Building Com- 
missioner and City Fire Marshal to make 
an inspection. 


Section 9. The City Clerk is hereby 
authorized and shall upon a petition from 
the Ingham County Health Department 
revoke or suspend the license issued here- 
under on any of the following grounds: 


(a) Violation of any of the provisions of 
this ordinance or the rules and regulations 
adopted pursuant thereto. 


(b) Permitting, aiding or abetting the 
commission of an illegal act in such in- 
stitution. 


(c) Conduct or practices detrimental to 
the welfare of patients. 


The action of the City Clerk is subject 
to review by the City Council upon petition 
and its decision shall be final. 


Section 10. Any person, firm, association 
or corporation, profit or non-profit, estab- 
lishing, conducting, managing or operating 
any convalescent home with the meaning 
of this ordinance without first obtaining 
a license therefor as herein provided, or 
who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this ordinance or regulations thereunder, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by 
a fine of not to exceed Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500.00) or a sentence of not to 
exceed ninety (90) days, or both such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the 
Court. 


Section 11. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 12. This ordinance shall be a part 
of the Code of the City of Lansing, Michi- 
gan.

Whereas, it is the desire of both mu- 
nicipalities that the county treasurer of 
the county of Ingham be authorized at 
this time to make a distribution of a part 
of the funds so held by him payable to the

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county treasurer is not sufficient to pay 
the per capita for the number of residents 
that the federal government determines 


live in the territory as of January 1, 1950, 
then such deficit shall be paid by the 
county treasurer to the City of Lansing, 
from funds thereafter coming into his 
hands belonging to the township of Lan- 
sing. 


4. If the federal government from the 
records and data in compiling the 1950 
census can determine the number of resi- 
dents residing in the Pleasant Grove Sehool 
District within the township of Lansing 
and the Horsebrook School District within 
the township of Lansing, as of January 1, 
1950, then such findings and determination 
of the number residing in each district 
as of January 1, 1950 shall be filed with 
the city clerk of the City of Lansing, the 
township clerk of the township of Lansing 
and the county treasurer of Ingham County.

Subject: Crossing Protection at Larch 
and Saginaw Streets. 


In checking this corner on four separate 
occasions, I find ten children crossing on 
the south crosswalk and five on the east 
crosswalk to the north. 


This corner has walk-and-wait signals in 
all directions, crossing lines, and Larch 
St. is one way to the north. Being one way, 
there are no turning movements involved. 
Therefore, there is only a straight crossing 
with the light in question. 


I find the children observing the light 
and crossing without difficulty. 


However, northbound traffic has a tend- 
ency to crowd the crosswalk when stopped 
for the light. This action seems to give 
the crossing a hazardous appearance. 


In referring this to Mr. Hayes, Traffic 
Engineer, I expressed an opinion that if 
stronger stop lines and ‘“‘stop here on red 
light” signs were installed south of this 
crosswalk, crossing would be much easier. 


Because so few children come from this 
area and the distance of the crossing from 
Oak Park school, the school expresses diffi- 
culty in finding safety patrols willing to 
work this area.

1. Visible discharge of domestic wastes 
to the ground surface from one house 
serviced by a septic tank system of limited 
drainage capacity. 


2. Reported discharge of laundry wastes 
to the ground surface from another house, 
only temporarily corrected by having laun- 
dry done elsewhere. 


8. “Sluggish” plumbing in another resi- 
dence resulting from deep subsurface lim- 
ited drainage of a private septic tank sys- 
tem. Depth of the drainage and limited 
use of plumbing facilities by only two 
occupants at present is forestalling an 
eventual open sewage nuisance. 


4. On June 30, 1958, a permit was is- 
sued by this department to Mr. Gordon 
Fineout for the installation of a septic 
tank and tile field system for his new 
house at 2528 Delta River Road. How- 
ever, in landscaping the area approved 
for this sytem, the owner has removed 
some two feet of the lighter top soil and 
created a pocket which will collect surface 
runoff from the road ditch and surround- 
ing higher ground, thereby seriously alter- 
ing natural soi] and drainage conditions 
which might originally have allowed sep- 
tic tank system to function. 


These properties are surrounded by resi- 
dential development all having sanitary 
sewer service to the east on Delta River 
Road or to the south on Westbury Road, 
or to the west on Earl Lane. Where rea- 
sonably accessible, these sewers have been 
reached by too many property owners al- 
ready having snaked private service lines 
across lots in an ever more complicating 
network of unconventional sewer patch 
work. 


In view of existing and potential public 
health hazards and to avoid further patch 
work in individual] service extension by the 
present minority desiring public sewerage, 
we feel that the council would be justified 
in immediately ordering a special assess- 
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ment district to provide about 600 feet of 
sanitary sewer in this neglected pocket.

Regarding the whistles that the Board 
has, there are two whistles at Cedar Street 
Pumping Station. One is a_ single-tone 
plant whistle, and the other of variable 
tone that could be used for warnings.

Mounted on the roof of the Cedar Street 
Subsation is a motor-driven siren furnished 
by the Civil Defense organization.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Councilman Brooks, read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
Committee of The Whole: 


Article 23 


AN ORDINANCE creating a Board of 
Electrical Examiners, and regulating and 
controlling all matters pertaining to elec- 
trical construction AND/OR MAINTE- 
NANCE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Sections 23.01 to 23.31, inclusive, of 
Article 23 of the ordinance entitled, ‘‘An 
ordinance regulating all matters concern- 
ing or pertaining to the construction, alter- 
ation, repairs or additions to, remodeling, 
use maintenance or occupancy of buildings 
or their parts or contents and structures 
of every nature including the storage and 
use of inflammable liquids and other 
readily combustible or explosive substances 
in the City of Lansing, Michigan; Provid- 
ing for condemnation and stoppage of the 
use thereof, and wrecking of the same. 
Creating the offices of Building Commis- 
sioner, Assistant Building Commissioner 
and City Electrician, and providing for 
the office of the Building Department. Re- 
pealing all former ordinances conflicting 
therewith’? are hereby repealed and a new 
Article 28, Sections 23.01 to 23.31, inclusive, 
are hereby adopted. 


SECTION 23.01. There is hereby created 
a Board of Electrical Examiners, HEREIN- 
AFTER KNOWN AS “THE BOARD” com- 
posed of five (5) members appointed by 
the Mayor with the advice and consent of 
the City Council; one of whom shall be 
an electrical contractor, one of whom shall 
be an electrical journeyman, one of whom 
shall be a representative of an electrical 
utility, each of such members shall have 
had at least five (5) years of electrical 
experience in the group he represents; 
further, one member shall be a representa- 
tive of a manufacturing industry employing 
electrical journeymen and the fifth such 
member shall be ANY resident of the City 
of Lansing. All members shall serve for 
a term of three years, except that the 
Mayor shall designate, in his appointment, 
that two such members shall serve for a 
period of one year, two shall serve for a 
period of two years, and the fifth said 
member shall serve for the period of three 
years. All vacancies thereafter to be filled 
by the Mayor with the advice and consent 
of the Council. The City Electrician shall 
serve as Secretary of THE BOARD. 


SECTION 23.02. 


' (A) THE BOARD IS HEREBY EM- 
POWERED TO CONDUCT EXAMINA- 
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TIONS FOR PERSONS SEEKING LI- 
CENSES TO ENGAGE IN THE BUSINESS 
OF ELECTRICAL CONTRACTOR. AND 
FOR PERSONS SEEKING LICENSES TO 
ENGAGE IN THE INSTALLATION AND/ 
OR REPAIR OF ELECTRICAL EQUIP- 
MENT AND/OR MATERIAL WHILE IN 
THE EMPLOY OF A LICENSED ELEC- 
TRICAL CONTRACTOR AND BY A 
MAJORITY VOTE OF SAID _ BOARD, 
AUTHORIZE THE CITY CLERK TO IS- 
SUE SUCH LICENSE. 


(B) THE BOARD SHALL CONSIDER 
ALL PROPOSED AMENDMENTS OF 
THIS ORDINANCE, PROMULGATED TO 
SAFEGUARD THE STANDARDS OF 
ELECTRICAL CONSTRUCTION WITHIN 
THE CITY OF LANSING, AND SHALL 
ADVISE THE COUNCIL AND _ THE 
MAYOR OF THEIR RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS CONCERNING SUCH AMEND- 
MENTS, THE BOARD SHALL, FUR- 
THER, WHEN REQUESTED BY THE 
CITY ELECTRICIAN, CONSIDER RULES 
AND REGULATIONS PERTAINING TO 
THE INTERPRETATION AND APPLI- 
CATION OF THE ORDINANCE, AND 
SHALL NOTIFY THE CITY ELECTRI-

SECTION 23.03. Examination and Li- 
cense Required. 


No person shall engage in the business 
of, or perform the work of installing, 
erecting or altering any electrical wiring, 
cable or equipment unless said person has 
first obtained a license therefor from the 
City Clerk, except that no license shall 
be required for: 


a. Work performed in or on a single- 
family residence owned and resided in 
by the person performing the work. 


b. The manufacture, test or repair of 
electrical equipment. 


c. Work involved in the operation of 
signals or the transmission of intelli- 
gence operating at not over 50 volts. 


d. ELECTRICAL INSTALLATION OR 
REPAIR FOR A PUBLIC UTILITY 
SPECIFICALLY EXEMPTED BY 
THIS ORDINANCE WHEN PER- 
FORMED BY EMPLOYEES OF SAID 
UTILITY. 


e. The installation of elevators or dumb- 
waiters or the erection of signs BUT 
not including the connection to a 
current supply. 


SECTION 23.04. (A) APPLICATION 
FOR LICENSES SHALL BE ON FORMS 
APPROVED BY THE BOARD. WHEN 
THE BOARD FINDS THE APPLICANT 
POSSESSED OF THE NECESSARY 
QUALIFICATIONS, IT SHALL SO NO- 
TIFY THE CITY CLERK AND AUTH- 
ORIZE THE ISSUE OF A _ STATED 
CLASS OF ELECTRICAL LICENSE, 
AFTER PAYMENT OF THE STATED 
FEE AND THE DEPOSIT OF AN AC- 
CEPTED BOND WHERE REQUIRED BY 
THIS ORDINANCE. SUCH LICENSE 
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SHALL AUTHORIZE THE HOLDER TO 
ENGAGE IN THE BUSINESS OF, OR 
da THE WORK HEREIN SPECI- 


(B) THERE SHALL BE FIVE (5) 
CLASSES OF ELECTRICAL LICENSES 
DEFINED AS FOLLOWS: 


CLASS “MJ” MASTER JOURNEYMAN

ER TO ACT AS SUPERVISOR FOR A 
LICENSED CONTRACTOR AND/OR

TRICIANS, BUT MAY EMPLOY NOT 
MORE THAN ONE APPRENTICE OR 
HELPER. THIS LICENSEE SHALL 
POSSESS A CLASS “MJ”? LICENSE AND 
PROVIDE FOR A _ PERFORMANCE 
BOND, AS HEREINAFTER DEFINED, 
IN THE AMOUNT OF FIVE HUNDRED 
($500.00) DOLLARS. 


CLASS “IIT’ INDUSTRIAL ELECTRI- 
CAL LICENSE, WHICH SHALL _ EN- 
TITLE THE HOLDER TO ENGAGE IN 
THE WORK OF ALTERING, INSTALL- 
ING AND MAINTAINING ELECTRICAL 
WIRING AND EQUIPMENT ON PROP-

HELPERS AND APPRENTICES MUST

NOTIFY THAT OFFICE OF EACH 
CHANGE FROM ONE CONTRACTOR TO 
ANOTHER. HELPERS OR APPREN- 
TICES SHALL NOT PERFORM ANY 
ELECTRICAL WORK WITHOUT A LI- 
CENSED JOURNEYMAN IN DIRECT 
SUPERVISION. 


(C) An applicant for a CLASS “J’’ 
LICENSE MAY, upon payment of the 
proper fee, be issued a TEMPORARY PER- 
MIT to perform work under supervision 
of a CLASS “MJ” JOURNEYMAN UNTIL 
THE NEXT MEETING OF THE BOARD. 


(D) Any person holding a Class ‘“‘I,’’ 
Class “II’? or CLASS “III’’ license shall 
be granted a registration card as a CLASS 
“MJ? Journeyman without additional 
charge, provided said licensee has been first 
approved as such by THE BOARD. 


(E) LICENSE FEES:

(F) ALL LICENSES AND REGISTRA- 
TIONS, EXCEPT APPRENTICE REGIS- 
TRATION, SHALL EXPIRE ON THE 
THIRTIETH (30th) OF APRIL OF EACH 
YEAR AND MAY BE RENEWED WITHIN 
SIXTY (60) DAYS WITHOUT RE- 
EXAMINATION, SUBJECT TO THE 
APPROVAL OF THE BOARD, AS HERE- 
IN PROVIDED. 


(G) APPRENTICE REGISTRATION 
SHALL EXPIRE WHEN THE APPREN- 
TICE HAS COMPLETED HIS TRAINING 
PERIOD AND HAS PRESENTED THE 
BOARD WITH ACCEPTABLE PROOF 
OF HIS QUALIFICATIONS, AND HAS 
BEEN GRANTED A LICENSE. 


SECTION 23.05. BOND REQUIRED. 


THE BOND REQUIRED SHALL BE 
ACCEPTABLE TO THE CITY COUNCIL 
AND SHALL GUARANTEE THE FOL- 
LOWING: 
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(A) THE BONDED LICENSE HOLDER 
AND/OR ANY OF HIS EMPLOYEES 
WILL PERFORM ALL ELECTRICAL 
WORK TO COMPLY WITH THIS OR- 
DINANCE. 


(B) IN THE EVENT OF A _ VIOLA- 
TION, WRITTEN NOTICE WILL BE 
MAILED TO THE CONTRACTOR IN 
VIOLATION AND A TRUE COPY OF 
SUCH NOTICE WILL BE MAILED TO 
THE BONDING COMPANY, DESCRIBING 
THE CORRECTION REQUIRED AND 
ALLOWING NOT LESS THAN TEN 
(10) DAYS AFTER MAILING DATE 
FOR CORRECTIONS TO BE COM- 
PLETED AND _ RE-INSPECTION  RE- 
QUESTED, SHOULD THE BONDED

THIS ORDINANCE AND THE BOND 
SHALL BE RESPONSIBLE FOR ALL 
COST INCURRED BY SUCH ORDER. 


SECTION 23.06. ANY VALID ELEC- 
TRICAL LICENSE ISSUED IN THE 
STATE OF MICHIGAN, AS PROVIDED 
BY LAW, SHALL BE RECOGNIZED BY 
THE BOARD, SUBJECT TO THE RE- 
QUIREMENTS OF THIS ORDINANCE 
PERTAINING TO BONDS, REGISTRA- 
TION, PERMITS AND INSPECTIONS 
AND, AFTER PROPER REGISTRATION 
AT THE OFFICE OF THE CITY ELEC- 
TRICIAN, SUCH LICENSEE MAY PER- 
FORM ELECTRICAL INSTALLATION 
OR MAINTENANCE ACCORDING TO 
THE CLASSIFICATION OF SUCH 
LICENSE. 


SECTION 23.07. APPLICATION FOR 
LICENSE. 


(A) CONTRACTOR. THE BOARD upon 
receiving application of any person, on 
approved forms, and stating the name and 
place of business of such applicant, the 
name and address of representative of 
the applicant, who will act as the super- 
visor of the work to be done under the 
license, and who is a holder of an “MJ’’ 
Electrical Journeyman’s license under this 
ordinance, shall determine his knowledge 
of the rules and regulations for the in- 
stallation of electrical wiring and deter- 
mine his general qualification and fitness 
for executing the work of an electrical 
contractor. 


(B) JOURNEYMAN. THE BOARD upon 
application by any person, on approved 
forms, stating his name and address shall 
examine him to determine his knowledge 
of electrical wiring, his general qualifica- 
tions and fitness and his general knowledge 
of the National Electrical Code, his prac- 
tical knowledge to perform the work of 
installing electrical wiring and equipment. 
All such examinations, except that of his 
practical knowledge shall be in writing, 
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shall be selected from the National Elec- 
trical Code, AND THE LOCAL ELEC- 
TRICAL ORDINANCE. A complete record 
of such examination shall be kept for three 
years and shall be subject to review by 
the applicant. 


(C) Revocation of License or Permit. 
THE BOARD may, after notice and serv- 
ice upon any holder of a license or permit 
issued under this ordinance, for good cause 
shown, suspend any license or permit 
heretofore or hereafter granted and upon 
notice of a complaint, in writing, by the 
inspector or other persons, which said 
complaint shall set forth in detail, so as 
to fully give notice of and advise the holder 
of such license or permit of the reasons 
for the proposed revocation or suspension 
and shall be served upon him or it, as 
the case may be, at least ten (10) days 
before the time therein set for the hearing 
before THE BOARD. Upon such hearing 
the licensee or permittee may appear in 
person or together with council and con- 
test such revocation or suspension. Notices 
of hearing upon the complaints mentioned 
in this sub-section shall also be served 
upon the members of the UTILITIES 
COMMITTEE of the City of Lansing. 
Revocation shall rest with the City Council. 


SECTION 23.08. (A) The National Elec- 
trical Code OF 1956 HEREINAFTER 
KNOWN AS “THE CODE,” adopted as 
the standard of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, is hereby adopted as a 
part of this ordinance and printed copies, 
together with all amendments thereof, 
shall be kept in the offices of the City Clerk 
of the City of Lansing, available for in- 
spection by and distribution to the public 
at all times. 


(B) THE AMERICAN STANDARDS 
ASSOCIATION NUMBER _091.1-1958 
KNOWN AS THE AMERICAN STAND- 
ARD REQUIREMENTS FOR RESIDEN- 
TIAL WIRING IS HEREBY ADOPTED 
AS A PART OF THIS ORDINANCE TO 
SUPPLEMENT THE NATIONAL ELEC- 
TRICAL CODE FOR ALL WIRING IN 
NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
AND/OR REMODELED OR REBUILT 
PARTS OF EXISTING RESIDENTIAL 
BUILDINGS. 


SECTION 23.09. Permit Required. 


(A) Except as exempted by this ordi- 
nance, no person shall install, erect or 
alter any wiring, cable, apparatus, or 
equipment for conducting or using elec- 
trical energy within or on any building, 
structure or premises unless he shall have 
first obtained a permit therefore from the 
City Electrician. A display card issued 
with the electrical permit bearing house 
number must be displayed conspicuously 
at the front of the building of a new con- 
struction before the first inspection. 


(B) Application for said permit shall 
be made to the City Electrcian and shall, 
when required by the City Electrician, be 
accompanied by plans and _ snecifications 
covering work to be performed under the 
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permit. No such permit shall be granted 
unless said plans and specifications comply 
with provisions of this ordinance. 


(C) If any such application covers work 
to be performed by an unlicensed person 
on any building, structure, or premises 
owned by said person, the City Electrician 
may examine such person as to his quali- 
fication and ability to properly perform 
said work. Said permit shall not be 
granted unless the City Electrician finds 
said person qualified and able to perform 
said work properly. 


(D) Work covered by such permit shall 
be started within six (6) months after date 
of issuance or such permit shall be null 
and void. 


(E) An electrical inspection shall be 
required for all electrically operated signs. 
Inspection to be completed before sign is 
hung. Electrical connection to sign shall 
be by a licensed contractor only, and with 
a separate permit and inspection. 


(F) An inspection shall be required for 
the installation or major repair of any 
electrically operated elevator, dumbwaiter 
OR MOTOR DRIVEN STAIRS. 


SECTION 238.10. When Permit is Re- 
quired. 


(A) Any person properly licensed here- 
under who, in the conduct of his business, 
regularly employs an electrical supervisor 
who has been licensed under this ordinance 
shall not be required to secure permits for 
maintenance work or for connecting AP- 
PLIANCES OR OTHER CURRENT CON- 
SUMING equipment to properly installed 
feeders, panels or busways for which per- 
mits were secured FOR ORIGINAL IN- 
STALLATIONS: Provided, said feeders 
are adequate for the equipment and also 
provided that the work is installed on prop- 
erty owned or occupied by the LICENSEE. 


(B) NO PERMIT SHALL BE _ RE- 
QUIRED FOR THE MANUFACTURE OF 
ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT, INCLUDING 
THE REQUIRED TESTING AND/OR RE- 
PAIR OF SAME. 


(C) No permit shall be required for the 
placing of distribution wires on the ex- 
terior of buildings or structures, or inside 
transformer vaults, provided such wires 
and equipment are the property of an elec- 
trical utility company and are _ installed 
by employees of that company according 
to City rules and regulations. 


(D) No permit shall be required for the 
installation, alteration or repair of elec- 
trical equipment for the operation of sig- 
nals or the transmission of intelligence 
when supplied by generators, or trans- 
—— equipment rated at not over 50 
volts. 


SECTION 23.11. FEES FOR ELEC- 
TRICAL PERMITS AND FOR ELECTRIC- 
AL INSPECTIONS SHALL BE AS 
FOLLOWS: 
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(A) PERMITS—THE FEES FOR EACH 
ELECTRICAL PERMIT SHALL BE $1.00. 


(B) AN INSPECTION FEE SHALL BE 
CHARGED FOR EACH INSPECTION AS 
FOLLOWS: 


(a) FEE FOR RESIDENTIAL IN- 
STALLATION INCLUDING 
SERVICE, ONE INSPEC- 
BRON, \ cticsuiatcec ceed oe ly peter ael eee 


(b) EACH ADDITIONAL REGU- 
LAR INSPECTION OR RESI- 
DENTIAL INSTALLATION, 
i lla EXCEPT- 


(C) COMMERCIAL OR INDUSTRIAL 
INSTALLATION FEES SHALL BE COM- 
PUTED ON A BASIS OF 1% OF THE 
TOTAL COST OF THE ELECTRICAL 
INSTALLATION UP TO AND INCLUD- 
ING A COST OF $1,000.00 PLUS %% OF 
THE AMOUNT OVER $1,000.000, BUT 
NOT MORE THAN A MAXIMUM FEE 
OF $500.00 NOR LESS THAN $2.50 FOR 
EACH INSPECTION PERFORMED. 


(D) SIGNS—$2.50 FOR EACH INSPEC- 
TION. 


(E) ELEVATORS, MOTOR DRIVEN 
STAIRS OR DUMBWAITERS—$5.00 FOR 
EACH LIFT OR STAIR INSPECTION. 


(F) ALL ELECTRICAL PERMIT FEES 
SHALL BE PAID AT THE TIME OF 
ISSUE OF PERMIT. 


(G) INSPECTION FEES SHALL BE 
PAID IN ADVANCE, EXCEPT THAT 
ELECTRICAL CONTRACTORS AP- 
PROVED FOR CREDIT BY THE BOARD 
MAY BE BILLED THE FIRST OF EACH 
MONTH FOR THE PREVIOUS MONTHS 
INSPECTIONS. 


SECTION 238.12. Inspection of Work 
Covered by Permit. 


(A) No person conducting or performing 
work covered by a permit required by this 
chapter shall fail to notify the City Elec- 
trician when said work has been com- 
pleted nor shall any person conceal ANY 
PORTION OF said work until it has been 
inspected and approved by said City Elec- 
trician. If the work is found to be properly 
performed and safe, a Certificate of In- 
spection shall, if requested, be _ issued. 
The City Electrician shall have _ the 
AUTHORITY to order any correction of 
work he may find necessary to comply 
with this ordinance. 


(B) AN ADDITIONAL FEE OF $5.00 
SHALL BE CHARGED FOR EACH RE- 
INSPECTION OF FAULTY WORK, OWN- 
ER OR BUILDER SHALL BE NOTIFIED 
BY LETTER OF THIS EXTRA CHARGE. 


SECTION 23.18. Correction of Unsafe 
Electrical Work. 


(A) THE CITY ELECTRICIAN OR THE 
ELECTRICAL INSPECTOR SHALL HAVE 
THE RIGHT AND AUTHORITY TO EN- 
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TER ANY BUILDING OR PREMISES, 
DURING REASONABLE HOURS, IN THE 
DISCHARGE OF HIS DUTIES AND/OR 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING ELEC- 
TRICAL INSPECTIONS OR TESTS OF 
WIRING AND/OR EQUIPMENT. 


(B) If any electrical wiring, cable, ap- 
pliance or equipment shall be found to 
be unsafe to life and property, the City 
Electrician shall give written notice to 
the owner or occupant of the building, 


structure or premises upon OR IN which’ 


unsafe condition was found, to correct 
same within a time deemed reasonable by 
said City Electrician but not exceeding 
thirty (30) days from date of written 
notice. If correction is not made, the 
utility company supplying current shall 
discontinue service upon receipt of written 
request from the City Electrician. 


SECTION 23.14. 


(A) Upon final inspection and determi- 
nation that the electrical installation has 
been completed to comply with this ordi- 
nance and the rules adopted pursuant 
thereof, the City Electrician shall issue 
his permit to the utilities to make a con- 
nection to the installation. 


(B) Current Supply. It shall be un- 
lawful for any power company or person 
furnishing electric current to make con- 
nection to and furnish electric current to 
any new or altered installation of elec- 
trical wiring, cable, appliance or equip- 
ment until said company or person is given 
permission to do so by the City Electrician. 
Said City Electrician is hereby empowered 
to order the discontinuance of any elec- 
trical service connected to any unsafe wir- 
ing, cable appliance or equipment. 


(C) THE CITY ELECTRICIAN MAY 
PERMIT A TEMPORARY ELECTRICAL 
CONNECTION TO UNFINISHED _IN- 
STALLATIONS WHERE ELETRICITY IS 
NEEDED FOR OPERATION OR POWER 
TOOLS USED IN CONSTRUCTION. 


SECTION 28.15. Service Entrance Con- 
ductors. 


(A) SERVICE CONTACT, UNLESS 
UNDERGROUND, SHALL BE AT A 
POINT TO BE DETERMINED BY THE 
UTILITY SERVING THE BUILDING, 
BUT NOT LESS THAN TWELVE (12) 
FEET ABOVE GRADE FOR RESIDEN- 
TIAL PROPERTY, NOR LESS THAN 
EIGHTEEN (18) FEET ABOVE GRADE 
FOR COMMERCIAL PROPERTY, EX- 
CEPT THAT NOT LESS THAN EIGHT- 
EEN (18) FEET CLEARANCE MUST BE 
MAINTAINED OVER ALL ROADWAYS, 
ALLEYS AND COMMERCIAL DRIVE- 
WAYS AND NOT LESS THAN FIFTEEN 
(15) FEET CLEARANCE MUST BE 
MAINTAINED OVER RESIDENTIAL 
DRIVEWAYS. IN CONTROVERSIAL 
CASES THE CITY ELECTRICIAN SHALL 
DETERMINE THE POINT OF CONTACT. 


(B) Service wires installed underground 
shall be enclosed in threaded galvanized 
conduit, duct or tile EXCEPT WIRE OR 
CABLE APPROVED FOR DIRECT BUR- 
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IAL SERVICES (SUCH AS TYPE U.S.E.) 
WHERE INSTALLED BELOW FROST 
LINE. CONDUCTORS MUST ENTER 
BUILDING THROUGH GALVANIZED 
HEAVY WALL CONDUIT, SEALED TO 
PREVENT THE ENTRANCE OF LIQUID 
OR GAS, USING AN APPROVED SEAL- 
OFF FITTING. 


(C) Service CONDUCTORS with a 
capacity of more than 400 amperes shall 
have an approved insulating covering on 
each wire. 


(D) Service conductors for individual 
commercial and industrial establishments 
supplying electrical lighting shall be in- 
stalled to the full capacity of the service 
equipment. 


(E) Service CONDUCTORS IN ANY 
Fire District shall be enclosed in FULL 
WEIGHT rigid, threaded, galvanized metal 
conduit. 


(F) Metered service conductors from 
separate meters shall be in separate en- 
closures from the meter to service switch. 


(G) Metered conductors shall have a 
rated carrying capacity equal to or exceed- 
ing the rating of the main fuse or setting, 
of the circuit breaker, EXCEPT AS FOL- 
LOWS, service conductors supplying in- 
stallations where main over-current pro- 
tection is not installed, shall have a rated 
carrying capacity equal to the sum of 
the rating of the fuses or conduit breakers 
serving in lieu of the main over-current 
protection, except that where the com- 
puted size of the main service feeder ex- 
ceeds 100 amperes, a diversity factor of 
15% for commercial and industrial occu- 
pancies and 80% for residential occupan- 
cies may be applied and deducted from the 
computed size of each unit in computing 
the size of the main service entrance con- 
ductors. When the number of the units 
exceeds two (2), an additional 2% may be 
deducted for each unit added. Service con- 
ductors on this basis must be installed in 
FULL WEIGHT threaded conduit or an 
approved busbar assembly. Each service 
conductor shall have a rated carrying capac- 
ity of not less than the load required for 
the occupancy according to _ established 
standards. 


(H) Multiple conductors EXCEPT 
WHERE PARALLELED SHALL not be 
connected to the load side of the meter 
sequence boxes, receptables or metering 
transformers in cabinet. Approved junction 
boxes shall be installed for that purpose. 


SECTION 23.16. SERVICE EQUIP- 
MENT. 


(A) SERVICE EQUIPMENT SHALL 
BE LOCATED AT THE POINT OF EN- 
TRANCE TO BUILDING OR AS CLOSE 
AS PRACTICAL, AS DETERMINED BY 
THE CITY ELECTRICIAN. 


(B) EXCEPT IN RESIDENTIAL IN- 
STALLATIONS, SERVICES WITH A 
TOTAL CAPACITY OF 200 AMPERES OR 
MORE, SHALL BE INSTALLED IN A 
ROOM RESERVED FOR ELECTRICAL 
SERVICE, SWITCH-GEAR AND ALLIED 
EQUIPMENT. 
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(C) Service equipment shall be readily 
accessible and in plain sight. Bedrooms, 
toilets, closets, fruit cellars, etc., are not 
considered accessible. 


(D) Service equipment shall be of a 
type having fuses accessible without ex- 
posure to live parts, or shall be a circuit 
breaker. 


(E) Service equipment shall be of a 
type that prevents access to live parts when 
the switch is closed. 


(F) Disconnecting means for service 
equipment rated at more than 200 amperes, 
shall be of a type that can be operated 
externally by means of a handle, WITH- 
OUT REMOVING ANY PART OF THE 
SWITCH. 


(G) A single set of over-current pro- 
tective devices and disconnecting means 
shall be installed for each single set of 
service entrance conductors, except that; 


(H) Where the installation of a single 
set of disconnecting means and _ over- 
current protective devices would require a 
unit having a rated carrying capacity 
greater than 400 amperes, the main discon- 
necting means and over-current protection 
may consist of not more than six (6) units 
of a type approved as service equipment 
installed at the point of entrance, for the 
purpose of protecting sub-feeders supplying 
separate sections of the installation. Con- 
nections to the main feeders must be in 
junction boxes, wireways or busbar assem- 
blies, approved for the purpose. Each unit 
must be plainly marked to designate its 
use. Where cable connectors are used they 
must be of a type permitting the connection 
of each sub-feeder separately. 


(I) For multiple occupancies the main 
disconnecting means and over-current pro- 
tective devices may consist of a single set 
for each occupancy, provided the number 
does not exceed six (6), that they are 
grouped at the point of entrance and suit- 
ably marked to designate the occupancy 
supplied. 


(J) A SINGLE RESIDENCE REQUIR- 
ING SERVICE OF MORE THAN 100 
AMPERES CAPACITY MAY USE NOT 
MORE THAN TWO (2) DISCONNECTING 
DEVICES WHEN MOUNTED IN A SIN- 
GLE ENCLOSURE, 


(K) EACH RESIDENCE WITH A 
FLOOR AREA OF 520 SQUARE FEET OR 
MORE SHALL BE PROVIDED WITH 
ELECTRICAL SERVICE EQUIPMENT 
AND CONDUCTORS HAVING A MINI- 
MUM CAPACITY OF 100 AMPERES 3 
WIRE SINGLE PHASE 240 VOLTS, AND 
SHALL PROVIDE AT LEAST TWO (2) 
MAJOR APPLIANCE CIRCUITS, THREE 
(3) 20 AMPERE APPLIANCE CIRCUITS, 
AND ONE (1) CIRCUIT FOR HEATING 
PLANT OPERATION IN ADDITION TO 
NORMAL LIGHTING CIRCUITS. A RESI- 
DENCE OF LESS THAN 520 SQUARE 
FEET AREA MAY BE SERVED BY A 
SMALLER SERVICE, AT THE OPTION 
OF THE INSPECTOR, BUT NEVER LESS 
THAN THREE (3) WIRE SINGLE 
a, 240 VOLT 60 AMPERE CAPAC- 
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SECTION 23.17. Service Ground Con- 
ductors. 


(A) Service ground conductors shall con- 
nect to the supply side of the water meter 
and main valve or to the point where the 
water extension enters the building, and 
except when enclosed in conduit shall not 
be smaller than #6. The grounding electrode 


in buildings not connected with a water 


main shall be approved ground rods. 


(B) Where a transformer is installed to 
supply a particular installation, the service, 
or system ground wire, may be installed 
according to recommendation of the City 
Electrician. 


SECTION 23.18. COMMERCIAL BUILD- 
INGS. 


(A) Convenience outlets in commercial 
and industrial establishments including 
dentists’ and doctors’ offices and beauty 
parlors, shall be rated at not less than 5 
amperes per outlet. For all commercial and 
INDUSTRIAL INSTALLATIONS, CON- 
VENIENCE RECEPTACLES shall be of 
the three (3) pole polarized type with one 
pole grounded. 


F (BY Fifteen (15) ampere branch circuits 
t 


eater, outline or outdoor sign light- 


ing shall not exceed 1320 watts and not 
more than thirty-two (32) outlets. 


(C) Fixtures having exposed wiring shall 
not be allowed in show windows. 


(D) Each new store facing on a public 
street shall be wired for a sign outlet in. 
front of the store, this outlet to be fed 
with not less than one three-quarter (%) 
inch conduit. 


(E) The minimum size conduit for con- 
cealed wiring from distribution panel to 
first outlet in commercial establishments 
shall be a three-quarter (84) inch. 


(F) Receptacle outlets in beauty shops 
shall be supplied with not less than No. 12 
wire, twenty (20) ampere, three (3) pole 
receptacle, one (1) per circuit for perma- 
nent wave machines and not over two (2) 
per circuit for dryers. Each machine shall 
be grounded with a three (8) wire cord. 


(G) Portable neon signs shall be con- 
nected with a three (3) wire cord terminat- 
ing in a three (3) prong plug and three (3) 
pole grounded receptacle. Transformers 
must be grounded. 


(H) Gasoline stations shall be wired in 
metal raceways; a separate three-quarter 
(3%) inch FULL WEIGHT conduit shall be 
run to each dispensing pump. Each such 
conduit shall be sealed in the base. of the 
DISPENSING PUMP. APPROVED EX- 
PLOSION PROOF JUNCTION BOXES 
MAY BE USED, EXCEPT, WHERE DIS- 
PENSORS ON ISLAND CONTAIN ONLY 
SWITCHING DEVICES FOR REMOTE 
CONTROLLED PUMPS LOCATED ELSE- 
WHERE, CONDUIT CONTAINING CON- 
TROL CIRCUIT WIRING AND DISPEN- 
SOR LIGHTS MAY PASS FROM DIS- 
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PENSOR TO DISPENSOR, USING SEAL- 
OFF FITTINGS WHEN AND WHERE 
PRESCRIBED BY CODE. 


(I) Lighting for outdoor electric signs 
shall be wired on SPECIAL CIRCUITS. 


(J) In commercial and industrial build- 
ing, all new wiring shall be in conduit, 
except by special permission from the 
authority enforcing this ordinance. Ap- 
proved circuit breaker protection shall be 
provided for all circuits and feeders of 100 
ampere capacity or less. Any multiple 
dwelling, housing more than two (2) fami- 
lies shall be classified commercial. 


(K) ALL LIGHT DIFFUSERS AT- 
TACHED TO, SUSPENDED BELOW OR 
OTHERWISE ASSOCIATED WITH 
LIGHTING FIXTURES OR OTHER ELEC- 
TRICALLY OPERATED LIGHT PRO- 
DUCING EQUIPMENT AND NOT MEET- 
ING CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS 
FOR “CEILING” AS DEFINED IN THE 
LANSING BUILDING CODE, ARE HERE- 
BY DEFINED AS “PART OF THE 
LIGHTING FIXTURE” AND SHALL BE 
INSTALLED BY, OR UNDER THE SOU- 
PERVISION OF A LICENSED ELEC- 
TRICAL CONTRACTOR. 


(L) THE OWNER OR OPERATOR OF 
EVERY THEATER, MOTION PICTURE 
HOUSE, NIGHT CLUB, PRIVATE CLUB, 
DANCE HALL, RESTAURANT, DEPART- 
MENT STORE, SCHOOL, HOTEL, OR 
OTHER PUBLIC PLACE OF ASSEMBLY 
WITH A RATED CAPACITY OF FIFTY 
(50) OR MORE PEOPLE WHEN OCCU- 
PIED AFTER SUNSET OR REQUIRING 
ELECTRIC LIGHTING DURING THE 
DAYLIGHT HOURS, SHALL PROVIDE 
AND MAINTAIN AN AUXILIARY 
LIGHTING SYSTEM, SEPARATE FROM 
THE REGULAR LIGHTING SYSTEM 
AND ADEQUATE TO PROVIDE ILLUMI- 


NATION FOR ORDERLY EVACUATION 
OF THE PREMISES IN THE EVENT OF 
INTERRUPTION OF THE NORMAL 
LIGHTING SYSTEM BY ANY CAUSE. 


(M) THIS AUXILIARY LIGHTING 
SYSTEM SHALL BE ENTIRELY INDE- 
PENDENT OF THE NORMAL ELECTRI- 
CAL SUPPLY, BUT SHALL BE SO CON. 
NECTED AS TO OPERATE AUTOMATI- 
CALLY AND INSTANTLY UPON FAIL- 
URE OF SAID NORMAL ELECTRICAL 
SUPPLY AND MUST BE OF A TYPE 
APPROVED BY THE BOARD AND THE 
CITY ELECTRICIAN OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING. 


SECTION 23.19. Wiring in Fire District 
No. 1 and 2. 


ALL ELECTRICAL WIRING INSTALL- 
ED WITHIN OR ON ANY BUILDING 
LOCATED WITHIN THE BOUNDARIES 
OF ANY FIRE DISTRICT, EXCEPT 
TELEPHONE, TELEGRAPH AND/OR 
OTHER PUBLIC UTILITIES, SHALL BE 
INSTALLED IN RIGID METAL CON- 
DUIT OR RACEWAYS. OTHER MATE- 
RIAL MAY BE APPROVED BY THE 
CITY ELECTRICIAN FOR CERTAIN AP- 
PLICATIONS, SUCH AS REMOVABLE 
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STORE FIXTURES OR WHERE UNDUE 
DAMAGE TO THE BUILDING OR OTHER 
HARDSHIP MIGHT RESULT. 


SECTION 23.20. GENERAL WIRING— 
RECESSED FIXTURES, HAVING A 
CAPACITY OF MORE THAN FORTY 
(40) WATTS, EMBEDDED IN THE 
WALLS OR CEILING OF BUILDINGS 
SHALL BE SEPARATED FROM THE 
COMBUSTIBLE MATERIAL BY AN AIR 
SPACE OF ONE-HALF (1%) INCH OR 
BY ONE-EIGHTH (4%) INCH ASBESTOS. 
WIRE USED INSIDE THE FIXTURES 
SHALL BE OF A TYPE APPROVED FOR 
USE IN TEMPERATURES OF TWO 
HUNDRED TEN (210) DEGREES FAHR- 
ENHEIT. THE CIRCUIT WIRING SHALL 
PASS THROUGH SPECIALLY CON- 
STRUCTED WIRING CHANNELS OR 
THROUGH JUNCTION BOXES AT 
eds ONE (1) FOOT FROM THE FIX- 


SECTION 23.21. 


(A) When additions or alterations are 
made to existing wiring installations the 
service and supply shall be made adequate 
to supply the added load. 


(B) ANY BUILDING, WIRED TO BE 
USED FOR TWO OR MORE APART- 
MENTS, SHALL HAVE EACH APART- 
MENT WIRED WITH SEPARATE CIR- 
CUITS AND THE CIRCUIT PROTEC- 
TION FOR EACH APARTMENT SHALL 
BE ACCESSABLE TO THE OCCUPANTS 
OF THAT APARTMENT AT ALL TIMES. 


(C) FUSE PANELS SHALL BE OF A 
TYPE HAVING NO LIVE PARTS EX- 
POSED WHEN THE DOOR OF THE 
PANEL IS OPEN. 


(D) Exposed wiring less than seven (7) 
feet from any floor shall be enclosed in 
metal raceways. 


(E) Wooden raceways shall not be used 
for electric lighting and power wiring. 


SECTION 23.22. 


(A) Electric light and power FEEDERS 
OR CIRCUITS run underground shall be 
enclosed in rigid conduit, duct, or tile, or 
shall be in the form of a cable APPROVED 
FOR THAT PURPOSE. 


(B) Where conduit is used for wiring in 
places subject to moisture it shall be in- 
stalled in accordance with the National 
Electrical Code for lead covered R.W. or 
T.W. conductors, except that not over four 
(4) No. 12 approved R.W. or T.W. covered 
wire may be installed in one three-quarter 
(3%) inch conduit. 


(C) Electric light and power wiring em- 
bedded in concrete or masonry shall be 
enclosed in rigid metal conduit with thread- 
ed connections or in raceways approved 
by the City Electrician for the particular 
purposes or installation used. 
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SECTION 23.23. 


(A) Light outlets in kitchens and toilet 
rooms shall be controlled by one or more 
wall switches. 


(B) Plug receptacle outlets in basements, 
KITCHENS, OUTDOORS, AND IN ALL 
rooms having cement floors in direct con- 
tact with the earth, and for such portable 
appliances that require grounding, shal] 
be of the three (3) wire polarized type with 
one (1) contact connected to ground. 


(C) Plug receptacle outlets in kitchens 
shall be wired independent of lighting out- 
lets. One (1) 500 watt receptacle outlet 
may be installed in each residential bath- 
room. Receptacle in bathroom to be not less 
than five (5) feet from the floor. 


SECTION 23.24. Motors on furnace 
equipment shall be individually protected 
and controlled by externally operated 
switches and wired independently of 
other circuits. DISCONNECTING MEANS 
SHALL BE ACCESSABLE AND OPER- 
ABLE WITHOUT REMOVING ANY 
PART OF THE HEATING PLANT OR 
OPENING ANY DOORS. HEATING 
EQUIPMENT SHALL BE SO LOCATED 
THAT IT CANNOT PREVENT ACCESS 
TO ELECTRICAL SERVICE EQUIPMENT 
IN CASE OF FIRE. All furnace and 
boiler equipment shall be adequately pro- 
tected by low-water cut-off and limit con- 
trols. Exposed wiring for all heating 
plants shall be protected by rigid conduit 
whenever installed less than seven (7) feet 
from the floor, except that short lengths 
of FLEXIBLE METAL CONDUIT MAY 
BE USED WHERE FLEXIBILITY IS 
ESSENTIAL, such as connecting motors 
or stack and plenum controls. 


SECTION 23.25. 


(A) Circuit wiring in basements shall 
be approved metallic raceways or cable. 
Service cable (type SE) may be_ used 
through residential basements for electric 
ranges and dryers. 


(B) Ceiling outlet boxes for concealed 
wiring shall be at least four (4) inches 
by one and one-half (144) inches deep 
except where the installation of such box 
will injure the mechanical strength or 
structure of the building. Wiring through 
open joists will not be considered concealed. 


(C) Cables containing electric wires for 
lights and power purposes, with no ex- 
terior metal covering shall be fastened 
with approved straps or staples that will 
not injure the cable. 


(D) Chain pull sockets shall not be used 
where the uninsulated part of the chain 
is less than seven (7) feet from a cement 
floor or grounded object. 


(E) Multiple wire branch circuits for 
lighting purposes shall be distinguished by 
different colors. Wires of the same color 
must connect to the same ungrounded con- 
ductors. 
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(F) All splices for wiring shal] be made 
in approved boxes. 


(G) Wires smaller than No. 8 shall not 
be used for sub-feeders. All sub-feeders 
shall be “installed in approved cable or 
conduit. 


(H) Wires in attics of more than two 
(2) feet in height AT ANY POINT shall 
be protected with guard strips or bored 
through joists. 


(1) All joints or splices on wiring must 
be made up permanently before inspection. 
At each lighting outlet wires at least six 
(6) inches long must be left for fixture 
connections. 


SECTION 23.26. 


(A) All electrical equipment for resi- 
dential property and for public halls, 
schools and meeting places shall be dead 
front type. 


(B) No open bus conductors shall be 
installed except with written permission 
from the authority enforcing this ordinance. 


(C) Type §S.E. service cable size No. 8 
shall be permitted to feed clothes dryers 
requiring more than FIFTEEN (15) am- 
okey and up to forty (40) amperes per 
use. 


(D) Water heaters, except off-peak con- 
nected heaters, and clothes dryers using 
fifteen (15) amperes shall be connected to 
load side of main current protection in 
service and PROTECTED SEPARATELY. 


(E) A laundry outlet shall be wired in 
each resident on a separate circuit and 
using grounded, polarized receptacle of 
the No. 5262 style or equal. 


(f) All kitchen utility outlets shall be 
rated at five (5) amperes per outlet and 
circuits installed accordingly. 


SECTION 23.27. In every kitchen, utility 
room, dining room, breakfast room, living 
room, parlor, den, sunroom, library, recre- 
ation room, and bedroom one _ receptacle 
outlet shall be provided for every TEN (10) 
linear feet or major fraction thereof of 
the total (gross) distance around the room 
as measured horizontally along the wall 
at the floor line. The receptacle outlets 
shall, in so far as practicable, be spaced 
equal distances apart. There shall be at 
least one (1) receptacle between doors 
three (3) feet or more apart. 


SECTION 23.28. Grounding of Portable 
Appliances. 


(A) Exposed metal parts of portable 
appliances used in damp or wet locations, 
or by persons standing on the ground or 
on metal floors or working inside of metal 
tanks or boilers, and 


(B) Portable tools which are likely to 
be used in wet and conductive locations 
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and not protected by insulated handles and 
enclosures, shall be grounded, except where 
supplied through an insulating transformer 
with ungrounded secondary of not over 
50 volts. 


. (C) A separate flexible wire or strap, 
insulated or bare, protected against me- 
chanical injury may be used only by special 
permission. 


SECTION 23.29. AIR CONDITIONERS 
RATED 6 AMPERES OR MORE SHALL 
BE SUPPLIED BY A SPECIAL CIRCUIT. 
AIR CONDITIONERS REQUIRING MORE 
THAN 7 AMPERES TO OPERATE, OR 
MORE THAN 40 AMPERES TO START, 
SHALL BE CONNECTED TO OPERATE 
AT 240 VOLTS OR MORE. ALL CORD 
CONNECTED AIR CONDITIONERS 
SHALL BE GROUNDED BY MEANS OF 
A THREE (3) CONDUCTOR CORD AND 
THREE (3) PRONG ATTACHMENT CAP 
CONNECTED TO A CORRESPONDING 
RECEPTACLE, EACH AIR CONDITION- 
ING UNIT SHALL BE PROTECTED BY 
THE CORRECT SIZE OF TYPE “S” OR 
TIME DELAY FUSE OR THERMAL RE- 
LAY TYPE SWITCH. 


SECTION 23.80. Over-Current Protec- 
tion. 


(A) Automatically controlled motors out 
of sight of the operator, rated at 1 H.P. 
or more, shall be provided with over-current 
protection devices rated in amperes at not 
more than 140 percent of the name plate 
rating of the motor. The over-current pro- 
tection shall be thermal relays, thermal 
cut-outs, or fuses of a type the holders 
for which are so arranged that a larger 
DEVICE cannot be inserted, readily ac- 
cessible and in addition to any that may 
be an inherent part of the motor. 


(B) Where more than four (4) circuits 
are connected to a distribution panel they 
shall be suitably marked so the load served 
may be readily distinguished. Where motors 
and lights are supplied from the same 
distribution panel, the circuits supplying 
motors shall be suitably marked with the 
correct size fuse and the size of the motor 
supplied. 


SECTION 23.31. 


(A) EACH ELECTRICAL CIRCUIT 
SHALL BE PROTECTED AGAINST 
OVERLOAD BY CIRCUIT BREAKERS 
OR TYPE ‘“S” FUSES, EXCEPT WHERE 
CARTRIDGE FUSES ARE PERMITTED. 


(B) BUILT-IN COOKING EQUIPMENT, 
SUCH AS OVENS AND SURFACE COOK- 
ING UNITS, SHALL BE WIRED AND 
PROTECTED, BY FUSES OR CIRCUIT 
BREAKERS, AS SEPARATE, INDIVID- 
UAL APPLIANCES.
